nave  you  been  in  Town  ?  • 

an  All  of  Health  and  Profperity       You  are 
•«e  of  the  m  Perfons  I  have  vlkj 
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Sir  T.  D.  You  do  me  too  much  Honour. 
But  I  muft  beg  Pardon  for  calling  you  Mr. 
ff^iglove  \  for  I  hear  your  Grandfather,  by 
the  Mother's  fide,  has  oblig'd  you  to  take 
his  Arms  and  Name :  And  knowing  his  Ti- 
tle of  Baronet  was  to  defcend  to  you  ^  I  am 
to  wifh  you  Joy  of  the  great  Eftate  fall'ii 
to  you  by  his  Death,  and  crave  leave  to  fa- 
lute  you  by  the  Name  of  Sir  Richard  Comover. 

Sir  R.  C.  My  good  Grandfather  has,  in- 
deed, left  me  Sutton- Comover^  with  upwards 
of  Four  Thoufand  Pounds  a  Year  about  it. 
But  at  the  fame  time  permit  me  to  Congra- 
tulate with  you,  (tho'  perhaps  it  may  be 
fdmewhat  of  the  lateft)  upon  yoiir  being 
Knighted  ^  which  Honour  I  hear  you  had 
conferred  on  you  three  Years  ago  •,  and  upon 
the  Advancement  you  have  fince  had  at 
Court.  Your  Old  Acquaintance  little  thought 
to  fee  you  a  Knight,  and  in  fo  high  i.  Polt, 
efpccially  in  this  Reign. 

Sir  T.  D.  Stranger  things  than  that 
have  happened  flnce  you  and  I  lafb  law  one 
another  •,  which  was  towards  the  latter  end 
of  tlie  Year  1 70 1 .  As  to  my  part,  I  have 
rubb'd  on  in  the  World  well  enough.  My 
Eftate  is  vaftly  improv'd,  and  by  the  fame 
Arts  'twas  fall  rais'd :  My  Original  Obfcu- 
rity  i's  forgotten  ;,  I  am  welcome  to  aill,  flat- 
tered by  moft  Companies  z,  and  my  Wealth 
has  given  me  fuch  a  new  Luftre,  that,  a  few 
Months  ago,  my  Ambition  would  not  have 
been  cennir'd,  in  afpiring  to  much  higher 
Matters.  But  now  the  Face  of  Affairs  feems 
to  be  aker'd,  New  Lords,-  new  Laws.  Such 
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as  I,  who  cannot  pretend  to  much  Merit  of 
our  own,  and  are  the  meer  Creatures  of  a 
?<irfy,cannot  be  without  Apprehenfions^whcn 
Vfe  fee  that  Party  unhin^'d  and  unfettl'd.  I 
am  afraid  'tis  but  too  vifible,  that  our  Inte- 
reft  declines.  We  are  become  fufpeded  to 
the  Crown,  we  have  loft  our  Popularity  in 
the  Country,  and  we  Hand  but  upon  ticklifh 
Terras  in  the  City.  Our  Foundation-ftonc, 
the  Opinion  of  our  Majority,  wherewith  wc 
had  fo  long  deluded  the  Kingdom,  is  now 
remov'd,  which  has  made  our  whole  Builds 
ing  totter.  We  were,  indeed,  like  Torqunto 
TaJfo''s  Inchanted  Fortrefs,  that  feem'd  to 
be  guarded  with  Fiery  Dragons^  Lioas^  Gi- 
ants^ and  terrible  Afonflers^  but  when  the 
Rinaldos  came  with  true  Courage,  determi- 
ned to  attack  us,  and  to  flight  thofe  vain 
Phantoms,  the  Charm  was  ended,  the  A-fagi- 
cal  and  j^iry  Struilure  foon  vanifh'd  out  of 
light,  and  has  quite  expos'd  oin-  Weaknels, 
which  fo  long  had  lain  conceal'd.       •:  hi '».:-' 

Sir  R.  C.  In  Appearance,  yon  are  broken 
at  prefent.  But  you  are  of  the  Serpent-kind, 
when  one  would  imagine  you  were  cut  to 
pieces,  the  Parts  join,  as  found,  and  as  firm 
as  ever. 

Sir  T.  D.  There  is  a  certain  Glue  In  the 
Kature  of  us,  call'd  Jmereft,  which  knits  the 
Joints  after  they  have  been  fcver'd  i^y  fome 
accidental  Blow.  Nor  are  we  out  of  topes 
to  recover,  .by  fome  as  yet  unthough.t-on  h\- 
difcretions  in  others,  the  Ground  v;e  have 
loft  by  our  own  Follies.  If  you  plf: -ife,  Til 
kave  Orders  to  be  dcny'd  ^  and  then  pray 
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let  us  Ouid  nunc  k\y  this  Morning  over  our 
Xea.

Sir  R.  C    Quid'  mmc  !  What's  that  ?       '■ 

Sir  r.  D.  'Tis  the  modifh  Word  for  talk- 
ing with  one  another  of  Publick  Matters.  '-'^ 

Sir  R.  C.  We  have  a  large  Field  to  rangr 
in-,  the  Changes  in  the  Miniflry,  and  the 
DifTolution  of  the  Parliament,-  ■  are  copious! 
Subjects  for  InquiHtive  Men  to  defcant  on. 

Sir  T'  D.  Are  not  the  People ,  in  the 
Parts  where .  you  have  been,  aftonilhed  td 
fee  the  Court  venture  upon  fuch  bold  Mea-i 
lures?  • 

Sir  R.  C.  Not  at  all.  None  are  alarm'd 
at  it,  as  I  can  find,  but  jiili;  thofe  who  have 
ever  been  devoted  to  your  TaClion-^  and 
among  that  Number,  many  begin  to  be  kri' 
iible  of  their  pa  ft  Errors,  and  to  confefs. 
That  vv'hat  has  been  done,    was  unavoidable. 

Sir  7^  D.  But  could  not  thcfe  Alterations 
have  been  better  adjourn'd  'till  the  War  was 
ended  ?  ^'•''  '  • 

SiyR.C  Perhaps  they  might  have  been  de- 
lay'd,  if  your  Behaviour  had  been  fuch  as  was 
in  any  degree  compatible  with  the  very  Exi- 
gence of  Regal  Government.  But  you  went 
on  fo  ftiil:,  that  'twas  high  time  to  intercept 
you  in  your  Coiirfe.  You  were  plainly  erect- 
ing an  Empire  within  an  Empire,  which  is 
never  to  be  fnffered.  The  People  of  England 
had  been  accuflom'd  to  fee  a  Prince  on  the 
Throne,  and  under  that  Prince,  Minillers,  to 
whom  thu  Executive  Power  was  trufted.  But 
v/e  were  Strangers  to  your  new  Political; 
R'ame,  w.here  the  Sovereign,  and  thofe  the 

So- 


Soveteign  had  appointed,  and  iook'd  upon  as 
chief  Minifters,  were  permitted  to  do  no- 
thing, and  where  the  Rulers  were  to  be  ru- 
led by  others.    We  comprehended  likewift 

what  was  meant  by  the  Word  P- — — t, 

but  w£  could  not  6l]  into  the  Notion,  that 
'twas  to  be  influenced  by  fecret  Springs  in  a 
certain  Engine  call'd  the  fvntd ;  and  yet  all 
this  has  been  commonly  teliev'd  to  be.  our 
Cafe  thefe  three  Years  laft  pafb.  Have  Indi- 
viduals lately  had  any  Weight  and  Auttority, 
and  has  not  All  beenratherfway'd  by  a  Par- 
ty ?  Tis  true  that  Party  has  ihelter'd  it  felf 
under  the  Countenance  of  fome  great  Karnes, 
with  the  Complement  of  being  at  their  De- 
votion, but  how  often  were  they  guided  or 
advifed  by  'em  ?  And  were  they  not  rather 
compell'd  to  follow  the  very  Perfons  they 
were  thought  to  lead  ? 

Sir  T.  D.  But  had  not  they  the  Principal 
Offices  ? 

Sir  E.  C.  They  had  the  Envy,  Trou- 
bles, Toils  and  Dangers  wherewith  high 
Stations  are  attended,'^ but  you  U'V^s  aflum- 
ed  all  the  real  Power.  And  though  you 
had  enjoy'd  the  Plunder  of  Three  King- 
doms 'twas  impoflible  to  fatiate  your  Ava- 
rice, or  content  your  Ambition.  In  all  your 
Proceedings,  was  there  it&t  a  vifible  Leven  of 
Hatred  to  the  Eflablilhment  in  Church  and 
State,  which  gave  it  a  fowr  Talle,  and  made 
it  impradicable  for  any  Miniftry  to  co-oper- 
ate long  with  you,  unlefs  they  would  rc-^. 
uounce  all  their  former  Principles?  In  all 
your  Defigns  there  was  fo  plain  a  Tendency 
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to  ere(fl  to  your  felvesfuch  ail  Authority,  as 
no  part  of  the  Conftitutioji  fhould  be  able  to 
Coiitroul,  that  none  could  be  great  enoqgh 
to  bear  you  out.  Whatever  Wifdom  could 
iofttrivc,  or  Valour  perform,  you  defeated, 
by  grafting  upon  it  fome what  relating  to  the 
Advancement  of  your  own  Intereft,  whi^h 
made  it  lofe  part  of  its  Grace  and  Relilh 
with  the  People  :i  nor  did  ever  any  Great 
Man  mingle  in  your  Councils,  without  lofing 
fiis  former  Popularity.  In  fhort,  no  Atla^ 
was  ftrong  enough  to  fupport  fo  ppnderous 
-a  Weight,  as  you  have  be^jj.fothe  Shouiders 
ofaMiniftry.  ij-v?.; 

Sir  T*.  D.  You  believe  then  we  have  drawn 
upon  cur  felves,  thefe.Ghajiges,  and  th|s  Piflb- 
lution:    :  -'^.i:  siov.   l^.K  .  v'lv 

SiriC.  C.  'XJ^  evident  enough  \  and  if  our 
Conference  lafts  any  Time,  I  fhall  take  an 
•Opportuaity  ^rther  to  explain  my  felf  upon 
this  Head  But  why  do  I  pretend  toreafon 
on  thefe  Matters. before  fodeep  a  Man  as  Sir 
■Tliiomas  Dotibie^  from  whom  I  ought  rather  to 
-delTre  Information  andlnftrufftion  ?  You  know 
'I  have  feldom  been  in  Tpv/n  thefe  feveral 
Yeai^s.  Part  of  my  Time  vyas  employed  in 
-Travelling,  or  in  the  Army,  with  my  young 
Coufin  Ccmover  ^  and  of  late  1  hare  led  the 
iife  of  a  meer  Country  Gentleman :  There- 
fore, I  (hould  be  glad  to  have  from  you  the 
Chain  of  Things,  knowing  no  Man  is  ^bler 
«o  give  It  than  your  felf.  You  m.ull  tell  me 
Vio'.vl.you  have  pafTed  your  Time  Hiice  1701. 
When  we  parted,  I  hardly  thought  vou  could 
cfcape  thq  many  Dangers,  of  tl-e   Law  to 
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which  you  were  liable,  and  yet  I  fee  you  now 
making  a  mighty  Figure,  and  reported  to  be 
exceeding  Rich. 

Sir  T.  D»  Few  are  better  acquainted  than 
my  felf  with  all  Tranfaftions  for  twenty 
Years  laft  paft,  to  which  I  may  modeftly  a*dd, 
like  z/£neas^  Quorum  pars  Magna  fui.  I  fhall 
endeavour  to  content  your  Curiofity,  and  will 
prefnrae  to  fay,  the  Hiftory  of  my  Life,  or 
my  Commentaries,  contain  in  fome  Degree 
the  Hiftory  of  the  Times.  However,  you 
are  not  to  expe(ft  any  regular  or  continued 
Narrative,  and  you  muft  take  Things  as  they 
ihall  arife  from  what  we  talk. 

Sir  R,  C.  But  let  me  beg  you  to  do  it  in 
thofe  open  and  frank  Terms  you  have  always 
madeufe  of  when  wedifcourfe  together  •,  and 
when  you  have  concluded,  in  return  of  this 
Kindnefs,  either  now,  if  our  Leifure  admits 
of  it,  or  at  fome  other  Seafon,  1  fhall  give 
you  an  Account,  for  what  Reafons  I  left  the 
Town,  and  upon  what  Conviftions  1  foon  af- 
ter quitted  your  Party  ^  how  I  came  to  obtain 
my  Grandfather's  Forgivenefs,  and  recover 
his  Favour,  which  1  had  loft  by  repeated 
Faults,  and  by  being  one  of  your  Difciples ; 
and  from  what  Motives,  upon  the  Death  of 
his  oi^ly  Heir-male,  he  was  induced  to  leave 
me  his  whole  Eftate.  1  (hall  likewifc  give 
you  a  Ihort  Hiftory  of  his  Life,  who  was  a 
true  Image  of  Old  Englijli  Honour,  the  per- 
feft  Pattern  of  confummate  Virtue,  and,  in 
a  Cew  Words,  juft  the  Reverfe  of  what  you 
4re.- 
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Sir  7!  2>.  I  heard  you  had  abandon'd  our 
Sidt,  and  that  you  were  your  Grandfather's 
Heir^  but  as  to  other  Particulars,  I  am  a 
Stranger.  You  are  now  Mafter  of  a  brave 
Fortune,  but  lam  told  you  are  fo  low-fpirit- 
ed  as  to  he  contented  with  it.  Return  to  us, 
and  we  will  teach  you  better  Things. 

Sir  R.  C.  The  old  Gentleman  has  enjoinM 
me,  my  eldefl  Son,  and  Grandfon,  when  1 
have  one,  under  fevere  Penalties,  to  under- 
take no  publick  Truft  whatfoever,  unlefs  h 
be  that  of  a  Jultice  of  Peace,  Deputy-Lieu- 
tenant, or,  according  to  our  Duty,  to  ferv^ 
the  Crown  in  Parliament.  .  '  '■ 

Sir  Ti  B'  'Tis  one  of  the  oddeft  Claufes 
that  was  ever  contained  in  any  Will. 

Sir  R.  C.  But  'tis  what  my  felf,  and  I  hope 
my  PoUerity,  fhall  rcligioufly  obferve.  I  be- 
lieve he  laid  this  Injunction,  in  Profpecr  of 
that  general  Corruption  wherein  he  Taw  Great 
Britain^  of  late  Years,  fo  deeply  plung'd : 
For  knowing  we  fhould  probably  be  always 
of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  he  refolv'd,  as 
far  as  in  him  lay,  that  we  fhould  enter,  and 
continue  there,  unincumberd  with  Depen- 
dence. Befides,  he  us'd  to  fay.  That  no 
■^an  in  the  highefi:  Station,  made  a  better 
Figure  in  the  Kingdom,  than  a  Country  Gen- 
tleman of  Four  Thoufand  Pound  a  Year,  who 
would  confine  his  Thoughts  and  Cares  to  the 
Management  of  his  own  Eftate. 

Sir  T.  D.  I  think  your  Scat  of  Sutton^om- 
nver  gives  you  the  intire  Intereft  in  the 
Neighbouring  Burroiigh,  where  you  can  be 
chofcn  your  flif,  and  Name  another.    I  rake 
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itfor  gtantea,  yon  will  ftand/or  One-,  and 
if  you  will  let  the  other  be  of  njy  Jlecom- 
mendation,  i'  Ihall  make  it  m^nifeft,  it  will 
turn  richly  td  Vpur  Account,  Befides,  you 
will  thereby  engage  to  you  all  the  Friend- 
fiiip  of  our  Party,  which,  1  hope,  is  (bill  noi: 
fo  contemptible,'  as  fomeof  the  T^ri^j  are 
pleas'd  to  imagine.  I  would  fain  have  you 
do  your  lelf  Gopd,  and  confalt  your  own 
Intereil.  It  has  been  always  our  Maxim, 
iToUt  Men  a^e  Born  for  Themfehes,  and  not  for 
Others.    ...  i^vj  ^!^  ,  .  ..r^^v 

Sir  R.  C  'Sttre  one  fo  confiderable  In  the 
Party  as  you  are,  cannot  want  a  Burrough. 
But  why  do  I  talk,  of  this,  when  all  the  Kew9 
I  of  our  Country  laft  Year  ran,  that  Sir.  Xl^<^' 
nias  Double  was  to  be  made  a  Lord  ? 
'.  SirT.  D.  Did  that  Report  reach  fo  far  as 
Btttton-Comover  ?  ,- 

,  Sir  R.  C.  Yes,  in  trdtb '-,  but  let  me  be  lo 
Fi'ank  as  to  fay,  'twas  only  thought  a  Jell. 
1     Sir  T.  B.  There  was  more  in  it  than  I  per- 
|<eivc  you  and  your  Neighbours  knew.    No- 
'  I  thing  (ball  be  conceal'd  from  my  Friend.     I 
•  'did  aim  at  this  Honour.    And  when  you  hear 
■  jail,  perhaps  you   will  allow  my  Pretenlicitii' 
^  Iwere  net  ill  grounded. 

^1'  Sir.S.C.  r have  rarely  found  the  VeerAge^ 
^'  proftituted  fo  low  as  to  one  of  your  Extra* 
'^laion. 

^  ''Sir  T*.  T>.  Away  with  your  foolifli  old  No- 
tions. I  warrant,  you  think  lUrth  and  Me- 
"' i'it,  the  only  true  Steps  to  Gieatnefs.  You. 
■^*|nay  as  well  talk  of  weariiii,  RufFs  and  Far- 
'  lingals.  My  Hopes  were  creded  upon  a 
i^^\.  .  .  better 
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better  Foundation ;  I  have  M^its  of  a  dif- 
ferent Kind,  and,  in  this  Age,  more  Valu- 
able. I  am  now  worth  Two  Hundred  and 
Fifty  Thoufand  Pound ;  or.  to  fpeak  in  the 
more  fafliionable  Dialed,  I  have  two  Plumbs 
and  a  half,  the  Eftate  of  two  good  Earls ; 
of  which  Sum,  in  my  own,  and  other  Names, 
I  have  Forty  Thoufand  Pound  in  Bank  Stocky 
and  as  much  in  the  Eaft-hdia  Company  •,  I 
am  generally  a  Diredor  in  Both  *,  and  being 
known  to  be  in  the  higheft  Secrets  above, 
I  govern  their  general  Courts,  and  Courts  of 
Committees,  with  a  Kod  or 4  Wink,  juft  as 
I  pleafe.  .".'I  '1. 

Sir  R.  C.  This  may  indeed  give  you  a  great 
Interefl:  in  the  City. 

Sir  T.  D.  And  can  you  be  fo  little  courr' 
ver&nt  in  the  Bufinefs  of  the  World,  as  not 
to  know  what  an  Influence  the  City,  of  late 
Years,  pretended  to  have  over  all  Affairs  at 
Court,  and  might  have  much  more,  would 
others  be  half  fb  Induftrious  as  I  am.  If 
Nine  or  Ten  of  us  would  entei*  into  fuch  a 
firm  Union,  as  ought  always  to  be  preferv'd 
among  thole  who  defign  to  make  a  Prey  of 
the  ^ublick  •,  and  if  One  or  Two  would  not, 
as  the  common  Pradice  is,  break  from  the 
reft,  in  hopes  of  making  a  feparate  Gain,  or 
to  promote  fome  feparate  Intereft  ^  1  fay.  Nine 
or  Ten,  fb  confederated,  and  each  bringing^ 
in  a  conliderable  Sum,  may  have  the  Com- 1 
panies  at  their  Beck,  and  do  what  theyj 
pleas'd  elfewhere  j  which  would  produce  fuch 
a  Dependence  on  us  in  the  whole  Kingdom, 
2nd  create  fcch  a  general  Strength,  as  could 
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not;  tafily  be  fhakcn.  I  am,  at  prefentj  form- 
ing a  League  of  this  Nature,  and  it  fiiall 
be  Offenfive  and  Defenlive,  into  which,  if 
you  relifli  it,  you  ^ay  enter  *,  and  thereby 
fecure  to  your  felf,  Money  and  Power,  the 
only  Two  Things  in  this  World,  worth  re- 
garding.

•^"Sir  T.D.  I  founded  my  Pretenfions  to  a 
Title,  on  a  two-fold  Bafis,  upon  what  I  had 
done  for  the  Serrice  of  the  Party,  and  upon 
the  Secrets  with  which  I  had  been  trufted 
by  'em.  I  miift  acknowledge,  thfere  were  in- 
finite Numbers  of  Modem  Whigs  as  Zealous 
in  Iniquity  as  my  (elf,  and  as  ready,  and  as 
willing  to  do  all  I  had  done,  but  let  'em  pro- 
duce one  who  had  my  Dexterity  ^  fo  that  I 
am  confident  they  neither  would,  nor  durft 
have  been  Ungrateful  to  fuch  Ihining  Me- 
rit. 

Sir  R.  C.  You  feem  a  little  warm'd. 

Sir  T.  D.  My  Reputation  and  Theirs  are 
concern'd,  that  any  One  Ihould  imagine  my 
Twenty  Years  laborious  and  faithful  Servi- 
ces could  have  been  forgotten.  You  your 
Oflf  are  not  unacquainted  with  what  I  did 
for  'em  in  former  Times,  and  with  the  Fi- 
gure I  then  made,  and  how  Bufle  and  AcTtive 
\  was  to  bring  Male-Adminiftration  to  be 
Profitable  to  thofe  who  were  willing  to  pro- 
mote ix,  and  to  make  all  Degrees  of  the  Peo- 
ple (except  the  Landed  Men,  which  was  in- 
deed beyond  ray  Skill)  find  their  Accounts 
in  it.  You  may  remember,  'twas  I  gave  the 
firftHintof  running  the  Kingdom  in  Debti, 
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as  much,  and  as  faft,  as  poflibly  we  couklj 
Shewing  what  Advantages  Jt  would  produce 
to  private  Meh.  As  to  theClipping-Tr^de, 
whereby  many  of  our  Friends  ^otimmenfe 
Sums  j  'twas  carried  o^  b^  my  own  i^an- 
nagement,  and  -by  the  CQuntry-Receivers  ) 
haH  recommended.  The  diflribution  of  the 
Bribes  and  Peafions  was  chiefly,  cp  mm  it  ted  to 
iny  Care:  I  was  the  principal  Jriventer  of  all 
Lies,  either  relating  to  the/Pablick,  or  to 
particular  Perfons  ^  and  I.  was  the  firft  De- 
vife r  of  all  thofe  fatal  Projeqts  tp  raife  Mor 
ney,  which  will  make  our  Grand-children 
fetch  many  a  bitter  Sigh  ^  but  we  never  con- 
fider'd  that. .  I  Originally  propogated  th? 
Kotion  (when  Supplies  wei'e  demanded)  not 
previoufly  to  take  into  Gonfideration  what 
Funds  were  left  uningag'd,  and  in  what  Ca- 
pacity England  was  to  raife  fo  many  Millions, 
but  rather  to  refolve  to  Vote  the  refpeclive 
Sums  firft,  and  afterwards  to  depend  on 
"i ds  and  Providence  how  to  raife  'em. 

Sir  R.  C  I  am  privy  to  raoft  of  your  for- 
jner  Endeavours^  but  ft'om  vv^hence  do  your 
new  Deferts  arife  ? 

Sir  T.  D,  I  may  juflly  value  my  felf  upon  the 
£ight  Thoufaad  Pound  itcofl  me  to  be  ele(fi€d, 
iaft  Parliament,  Knight  of  the  Shire,  in  a 
Coun^,  where  none,  but  of  the  Firit  Quality, 
durft  ever  prefum.e  to  offer  themfelves  before. 
You  muH  grant,  'twas  no  fmall  Merit  to  break 
the  Ice  of  Corrupting  Counties  by  the  City- 
Wealth,  which  I  hope  hereafter  will  find  no 
Refiflance.  And,  under  the  Rofe,  I  may  tell 
yvu,   mioft  of  the  raft  Sums  that  have  beea 

exp<?nd- 
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expended,  of  late  Years,  to  carry  on  Eledions, 
have  gone  through  my  Hands. 

Sir  R.  C  Your  Induftry  has  been  very  Unl- 
verlal. 

Sir  T.  D,  The  whole  Nation  can  bear  Wit- 
nefs,  how  well  I  have  behaved  my  felf  in, 
*nd  out  of  the  Houfe,  where  I  never  fail'd 
to  Rattle  nobly,  with  my  old  Topicks,  of 
Frame  and  Popery :  Words  I  always  made  ufe 
of,  wheOj-J,  was  to  bear  down  right  Senle, 
and  the%6blick  Good  ^  which  Words  wc 
never  intend  to  lay  afide,  as  long  as  there 
remains  a  Shilling  in  the  Ifland.  Was  there 
any  Flattery  never  fo  grofs  and  fcrviie,  into 
which  1  have  not  enter'd  with  the  molt  For- 
ward ?  Did  1  ever  decline  any  Meafiire,  how 
deftruftive  foever  to  the  Kingdom  ,  if  our 
Party  found  their  Intereft  in  it?  And  have 
not  I  obftru£^ed  from  the  Beginning,  'till 
Now,  all  forts  of  Inquiries  into  the  Eftimates 
of  the  Army,  Fleet,  Tranfports  and  Ord- 
nance? And,  who  was  more  Inftrumental 
than  my  felf,  in  flubbering  over  the  whole 
Matter  of  Spain  and  Portugal  ? 

Sir  R.  C.  Your  Performances  on  that  Head 
were  famous. 

Sir  T.  D.  Befides,  I  may  tell  you,  'twas  I 
form'd  the  Scheme  (however  it  came  to  mlf- 
carryj  of  involving  by  Subornation  and  Per- 
jury, fome  of  the  beft  Patriots  of  Great  Bri- 
tain^ in  Cre^\  Bufinefsj  whereby  we  gained, 
at  lealt,  this  Advantage,  to  have,  for  two 
or  three  Months,  the  Kick-Nam.e  of  Gregg's 
Friends,  for  all  thofe  we  did  not  like,  or  of 
whofe  Abilities  we  ftofjd  in  awe :  And  Nick- 
names 
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l^ames  have  often  help'd  us  at  a  Dead  Liflj' 
to  Brand  fuch  as  happened  to  differ  from  us 
in  Opinion,  tho'  with  never  fo  much  Rea- 
fon. 

Sir  R.  C.  And  I  think  you  changed  *em  al- 
mofl  every  Year,  as  you  faw  Occafion. 

Sir  T.  D.  But,  I  fear,  they  will  avail  us 
little,  now  the  Eyes  of  the  people  begin  to 
be  open'di  'i^was  I  firft  encoui'ag'd  Mr. 
H—^h^  and  furnilh'd  him  with  *  t^ie  Means 

i6  oj^pofe  Sir  5 n  H 1  at^/? n. 

Among  many  Candidates  for  that  Preferment, 
( as  we  term'd  it  between  one  another  )  I 
was  chofen  out  to  have  made  the  Motion 
for  removing,  you  may  guefs  whom.  But  in 
this  Defign,  we  were  defeated  by  the  Care 
and  Wifdom  of  One,  who,  tho'  then  out  of 
Court,  had  a  watchful  Eye  over  what  con- 
cern'd  the  Qu s  Honour,  fo  much  involv- 
ed in  that  Queftion :  But  judging  Ibmewhat 
would  be  neceiTary  to  repair  that  Blunder 
in  Politicks,  as  well  as  good  Manners^  and 
to  revive  the  drooping  Spirits  of  our  Party, 
'twas  Refolv'd,  at  a  Meeting,  to  bring  in  an 
Im — t  againft  Dr.  5 ■ /. 

S'ivR.O  And  were  you  weak  enough  to 
give  into  that  Bufmefs  ? 

Sir  f.  v.  No  indeed  ;  I,  and  two  or  three 
other  Long-headed  Fellows,  oppos'd  it  Might 
and  Main,  forefeeing  plainly  what  Efiefts  it 
would  produce:  And  had  ray  Advice  been 
taken,  it  would  have  prov'd,  and  1  Ihould 
have  plac'd  it,  in  the  foremofl  Rank  of  all 
the  Services  I  have  perform'd  for  the  Modern. 
Whi^s.    But  I'was  over^nU'd  by  ^rfons  more 

weighty 
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weighty  than  my  felf.      I  would  fain  have 

perfuaded  J — ~n  D w,  the  deareft  parta-, 

taker  of  my  Councils,  not  to  engage  in  it ; 
but  he  it  feems,  was  determin'd  to  go  the 
very  fartheft  Lengths,  and  had  fome  Views 
he  conceal'd  from  me  •,  but,  miftake  me  not, 
in  my  Arguments  of  Difwafion,  I  did  not 
urge,  that  it  would  look  Indecent  in  him  to 
jnake  fuch  a  Motion,  who  was  the  Son,  and

it  I  lik'd  exceedingly.  My  Reafons  agai^nlbit 
were.  That  I  faw  it  would  interrupt  us  in 
our  other  Courfes-,  but  I  was  knock'd  down 
with  One,  indeed,  unanfwerable  Argument, 
which  my  Friends  made  ufe  of  to  bring  me 

Over !  And  it  was.  That  this  Irap' 1  at 

the  beginning  of  a  Seflions ,  would  at  leaft 
take  up  Time,  and  ferve  to  divert  Mens 
Minds  for  the  prefent,  from  fome  fhrewd 
Inquiries  into  the  management  of  Affairs, 
which  we  fufpeded  the  Adverfary  was  going 
to  make,  and  truly  it  had  this  good  Effed: ; 
infbmuch,  that  I  could  heartily  wi(h  we  had 
juft  fuch  another  Bone  to  throw  in  for  next 

P \ — t,  where,    I  believe,   it  would  do  us 

mighty  Service.  But  to  go  on,  when  I  found 
the  Matter  was  refolv'd,  I  thought  'twas  my 
Duty  torome  into  it  with  my  whole  Weight. 
Arid  no  Man  in  -the  Kingdom  Ihew'd  more 
Vigour  than  my  felf,  in  the  management  of 
thafAfiairv  which  I  muft  own,  if  it  had 
fucceeded,  according  to  the  Ideas  fome  of  us 
had  form'd,  would  have  eltablilh'd  us  for 
ever.

Law,-,  and  how  much  a  Kingdom  would  be 
inrich'd  and  improv'd  by  frequent  Rebellions, 
if.  the  Laws  could  be  brought  to  allow  of  'em.. 
In  another  Place,  I  exclaim'd  upon  the  dread- 
ful Dangers  of  a  formidable  Rebellion,  which, 
at  the  height  of  it^  could  not  be  difpers'd 
and  quell'd  by  lefs  than  two  Files  of  Mufque- 
teers.  I  threatened  all  I  fpoke  to,  with  a 
potent  Army  to  be  rsis'd  of  defperate  Jaco-

In  fhort,  I  pufli'd 
Things  as  far  as  ever  they  would  go,  in  hopes^ 
to  merit  Favour,  by  driving  on  Points  where- 
in I  faw  fome  of  us  engag'd  with  fbch  im- 
petuous Fury,  believing  thefe  adive  Endea- 
vours would  forward  my  approaching  Peer- 
age ',  tho',  as  you  (hall  hear  a-non,  I  faw  iC 
had  no  kind  Afpeft  from  the  Stars.  ■'•.  y^^ 
.  S'lvR.C.  Pray,  while  I  think  on't,  whaC 
Fart  of  England  was  to  be  HoHour'd  with 
giving-  you  a  Title  ? 

S\\'T.  D.  The  Lord  who  was  my  pirinci-^ 
pal  Friend,  had  confin'd  me  to  Kent-^  and 
Swore  he  would  oppofe  me  to  the  utmoft,  if 
he  .might  not  choofc  the  Place  of  my  Baron-- 
«ge ;  fo  I  left  it  to  him,  and  he  would  have 
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my  Style  run-  th'iis,  Thomat,  Bifrm  Long-mli 
«:f  Long-taily  in  the  C cuntyof  Kent' 

S\t\c.  I  fuppofe  your  Chief  Barony  is 
he  linder  whofe  Arm  I  have  feen  you  fo  often: 
walk  in  the  Covrt  of  Requefts.  Your  Head 
was  fo  turn'd  with  the  Thoughts  of  this  Ho- 
iiour->  that  you  could  not  fee  you  were  Bam- 
boozeld:  Don't  you  know  that  noble  Perfon.

are  they  thought  to  have  heip'd  your  Caufe. 

Sir  T.  D.  You  are  miftaken,  they  deceive  a 
great  many,  at  leaft  they  ferve  to  confirm 
our  own  Fools  and  Knaves,  ?.nd  fnrnifh  'em 
with  Arguments  to  keep  up  the  Ball  of  Con- 
tention •  but  you  muft  needs  acknowledge, 
the  Obfeyvator  and  the  Review  have  done  the 
JVhigs  confiderable  Service.  .  1  furnifh  Weekly 
thefe  two  brave  Incendiaries,  with  Heads  and 
Materials  to  work  upon,  whereby  they  are 
become  the  proper  Pulfes  of  our  Party.  When 
Things  went  Well  with  us  at  Court^  I  di- 
rected 'em  to  give  Her  M  —  y  the  Praifes 
She  has  To  highly  deferv'd  from  all  her  Sub- 
jeds  j  but  if  we  did  not  approve  of  what  v/as 
doing,  I  left  my  two  Authors  to  follow  their 
own  natural  Bent,  which  was.

Sir  T.D.  As  to  the  Union  it  felf,  and  the 
Courle  it  had  in  the  Parliaments  of  both 
Kingdoms,  I  mufl:  own  I  know  little  -,  for  I 
never  give  my  felf  the  trouble  to  inquire  in- 
to Matters  that  carry  an  Honell  Face,  finceiA'" 
nothing  is  to  be  got  there.  However,  1  had 
Orders  to  undertake  that  Expedition  •,  my 
Craft,  and  the  Aftivity  of  my  Spirit,  being 
known  to  many  :  And  that  I  might  fucceed 
the  better,  I  conftituted  Daniel  De  Fop^  Efq; 
my  Chief  Secretary  ^  of  whofe  Capacity  in 
Affairs  of  the  like  nature,  I  had  long  Expe- 
rience, and  a  mofl  Reverend  Opinion.

I  meafufd,    who  were  lean-  in  earneft  in  that

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Matter,  and  Icaft  lerious  in  their  Intentions 
to  iiive  it,  in  its  future  Confequences,  ad- 
x'antageoiis  to  both  Kingdoms :  Who  were 
inoft  vvilUng  to  give  np  any  of  their  ancient 
Rights :  Who  had  been  molt  fubfervient  to 
the  Defigns  of  our  Party  here  at  Home : 
And  laftiy,  Who  were  moft  like  to  be  blindly

Sir  T-  D.  While  I  think  on't,  pray  how 
did  the  Church-Party,  in  your  Keighbour- 
hood,  relifh  the  Act  oi  General  Pardon  t 

Sir  R.  C.  They  acquicfc'd  in  this,  as  they 
do  in  all  other  things,  which  they  believe  to 
be  the  Qiicen's  real  Pleifure.  Befides,  they 
k^ovf  'tis  Her  Prerogative  to  fend  down  Ads 
of  Grace,  and  Her  Majcfty's  peculiar  Temper 
to  be  ready  to  forgive  Offenders ;  but  they 
could  not  help  vvifhing  it  had  been  polt-pon'd 
to  another  Seafon.  They  urg'd.  Our  Side

Sir  R.  C.  Indeed  you  H%'£s  us'd  Her  with 
wonderful  Refped  and  Duty. 

Sir  T.  D.  You  fhall  find  we  began  to  lay 
our  Corner-ftones  betimes.  All  was  luckily 
hufh'd  up,  and  except  my  felf,  and  a  very 
few  more,  no  Body  could  tell  for  what  Rea- 
son. But  I  knew  our  Party  had  entered  into 
mofl  folemn  Engagements  to  be  Penitent, 
Humble,  Silent,  and  no  ways  to  give  any  Di- 
fturbanee  to  the  future  Management  of  Affairs. 

Sir  R,  C.  And  how  did  you  keep  your  Pro- 
jnife? 

Sir  T.  D,  You  fliall  hear  •,  as  loon  as  we 
were  wafh'd  White  in  this  Particular,  and 
had  thus  got  clear  of  the  moft  popular  Charge 
upon  our  former  Conduct,  we  began  to  reco- 
ver Breath,  and  to  give  our  felves  quite  other 
Airs.  And  from  thinking  Impunity  much 
more  than  we  could  in  reafon  hope  for,  we 
grew  in  a  Ihort  Time  to  afpiie  to  Power  :^ 
However,  at  my  Suggeftion,  'twas  privately 
re folv'd  among  us,  as  yet,  to  pretend  to  no- 
thing but  to  find  Fault  with  all  Things  that 
were  done  by  others-,  nor  was  it  long  before 
we  came,  from  being  Criminals,  to  be  the ' 
firit  Accufers. 

Sir  R.  C.  'Twas  like  the  wonted  ModeHy  of 
your  Side. 

Sir  T".  D.  'Twas  by  my  Advice  that  we  al^-: 
Ibciated  to  us  all  of  the  Church-Party. whom 
Difcontent,  Difappointments,  and  perhaps 
Humour,  had  made  Angry  with  the  Court  j 
by  which  we  had  forni'd  a  pretty  fort  of 
Strength.  And  when  we  had  thus  theAp- 
B  4  pearance 
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pe^rance  of  fome  Troops,  though  our  Ranks 
were  very  thin,  I  fet  my  Emiflaries  to  per- 
fuade  the  Church-Party  to  bring  in  the  Oc-^ 
cafional  Bill,  and  to  infinuate  to  our  Modern 
IVhi-gSy  not  to  give  it  much  Oppofition  ^  but  ra- 
ther to  commit  the  Event  of  it  to  another 
Place.  And  this  was  the  firft  Shock  1  gave  the 
Tories.  N(5t  long  after  1  employ'd  my  ^mif- 
faries  again  to  revive  this  Matter  of  the  Oc- 
cafiond  BUl^  who  had  my  Orders  to  whifper 
to  the  Tories ^  that  the  Church-  was  not  fafe 
without  this  Additional  Security^  and  to  the 
Whi^s^  that  it  would  overthrow  the  Funda- 
mentals of  the  Toleration-AB  -^  fo  by  inducing 
both  fides  to  refolve  not  to  recede  in  the 
leafl  Point,  I  knew  I  fhould  fet  'em  toge- 
ther by  the  Ears,  and  that  fo  many  juft  pro- 
vocations as  we  ftudioufly  gave  the  Church- 
Party,  might  produce  a  Tack. 

Sir^.  C  Your  Malice  fucceeded. 

Sir  T  D.  When  1  had  got  a  Tack,  I 
thought  my  Work  done,  forefeeing  it  would 
break  the  Tories  among  one  another,  as  you 
faw  it  did.  My  next  Bufinefs  was  to  make  the 
Modern  Whi^s  every  where  cry  up  Aioderati- 
on.  'Twas  Specious,  Popular,  look'd  Fair, 
Wife  and  Honeft,  and  would  be  a  Meafure 
willingly  embrac'd  by  All  who  truly  love 
their  Country,  V7hich  was  fufficiently  em- 
broil'd  by  FaEiion.  And  you  can  hardly  ima- 
gin  how  univerfally  this  Doctrin  did  obtain, 
and  help  to  draw  in  fome  of  the  moft  pier- 
cing Underftandings.  Very  few  were  truft- 
cd.with  the  Anecdote^  or  Secret  Hlflory  of  that 
Affair-,  but  I,  from  the  beginning,    knew  it 

'.     was 
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was  only  meant  as  a  Veil  to  cover  the  black- 
eft  of  our  Defigns. 

Sir  R.  C  Scarce  any  thing  will  be  lefs  for- 
given your  Party,  than  the  Arts  you^s'd  to 
induce  fo  many,  by  Speaking  and  Wriffllg,  to 
recommend  Moderation  to  the  People^  when  no- 
thing of  it  was  intended  by  thofe  in  Power. 
And  perhaps  you  will  find,  to  yoi^  Cofts, 
fome  Effects  of  this  Refentment  ^  for  Men 
had  rather  be  highly  injur'd  than  but  a  little 
over-reacb'd. 

Sir  r.  D.  Why  did  they  truft  us  ?  Had  we 
not  deceived  them  often  enough  before  ?  But 
to  go  on  J  the  Tack,  our  Pretences  to  Mode- 
ration^  which  we  diflembled  with  excellent 
Gunning,  had  brought  over  many  confidera- 
ble  perfons,  and  quite  broke  the  Tories  among 
themfelves  •,  and  from  that  Time  the  Game 
began  to  play  it  fclf  into  our  Hands.  How- 
ever, as  yet  we  made  no  great  Progrefs  j  for 
'till  the  Farce  of  Moderation  was  over,  we  re- 
folv'd  not  to  begin  the  Interlude.  But  it  was 
not  long  before  we  had  got  fuch  a  Head,  that 
we  might  fafely  pull  off*  the  Maskj  and  by 
Degrees,  weeding  the  Court,  we  got  into  the 
full  Admim(lration  of  Aff'airs^  leaving  to  the 
Great  Men,  with  much  Regret,  here  and 
there  the  ProtcStion  of  a  Perfonal  Friend,  of 
whom  likewife  we  determin'd  they  Ihould  di- 
veft  themfelves,  as  foon  aswejudg'd  it  lea- 
fonable.  But  about  F^-K  170!.  the  Field  was' 
left  open  to  us,  we  influenced  every  Thing, 
and  our  Friends  had  the  Nomination  to  all 
Preferments,  Ecclefiaftical  and  Civil-,  and 
'twas  about  that  Time,  that  the  Great  Men 
came  to  own  and  acknowledge.  That  'twas

Motions  he  is  willing  firll  to  open  •,  by  which 
Scale,  1  proportion  Rewards  to  Merit;  but  I 
keep  it  very  private,  and  as  charily,  as  the 
ChamberUins  do  their  InrLrument  for  bring- 
ing Women  to  Bed. 

Sir  R.  C.  Were  you  appris'd  of  none  of  the 
Affairs  of  Scotland  f 

sir  T.  D.  Sure  you  jefl:  to  ask  that  Quefti- 
on.  I  was  privy  to  all  the  Total  Alteration  in 
Mealures,  and  in  the  Miniflry,  that  general- 
ly happenM  there  once  a  Year.  1  know  up- 
on what  Reafon  the  Act  of  Security  was  pro- 
moted there,  and  hc!x  at  Home,  which  erect- 
ed Scotland  into  a  Commonwealth,  and  gave 
the  Subjects  a  Legal  Authorirv  to  Rebel  as 
often  as  they  took  a  Fancy  to  it ;  all  which 
was  done  without  any  Settlement  of  the  Sue- 
eeffwH  upon  the  Houfe  of  Hannover,  So  far 
1  will  let  you  into  the  Secret,  that  this  Ad: 
had  the  Royd  AJfem^  Jugvfl  1-04.  when  we^ 
Whigs  began  to  creep  into  Court,  where  w^r 
wbifper'd  to  fuch  who,  were  fo  fatally  blind- 
ed as  t-o  Trufl,  and  believe  in  us^  that  no-

To  refume 
my  Difcourfe :  She  could  not  but  obferve, 
what  a  near  Refemblance  there  was  between 
the  Old  Rumfer^  and  the  Modern  Whig  (for

Her  of  impending  Dangers:  He  had  long  ohr 
ferved  the  Craft,  Pride  and  Infolence  of  your 
Friends :  But  nothing  more  open'd  his  Eyes, 
or  fhin'd  with  a  more  glaring  Light,  than 
their  repeated  Attempts  to  make  him  give 
up  his  High  Office,  without  which  they  did 
not  think  their  Power  compleat ;  but  they 
could  never  induce  Him  to  it.

Management  f,  o-r  for  theiT  long  Converfatioa 
in  Courts,  where 'they  had  heretofore  fhin'd. 
with  Luftrev  or  for  their  great  Parts  and 
powerful  Eloquence^  or  fov  having  perfu'd 
the  true  Interefb  of  their-  Country  againfi: 
France,  under  Reigns  where  the  Prince-  did 
not  much  countenance  fuch  Patriots^or  they 
were  valued  by  Her  for  their  high  Birth  and 
ample  Fortunes,  not  made  out  of  publick 
Spoils,  but  deicended  to  'em  from  their  An- 
ceftors;  or  She  faw  'em  refpefted  by  the  Peo- 
ple for  their  Steadinefs  in  not  being  blowa 
hfrher  and  thither  by  the  Breath  of  Fad^ion, 
and  for  not  yielding  to  that  Power  which 
delign'd  to  enfn'are  and  cruih'em.  She  law 
others  of  thefe'  efteem'd  for  their  generous 
retreat  from  Bufinefs,  when  it  feem'd  for 
Her  Service  in  that  Junfture.  And  doubt- 
lefs  it  gave  'em  a  large  fhare  in  Her  good 
Opinion  to  obferve  their  MGdefty  in  this  Re- 
tirement, accompany'd  with  a  watchful  Care 
all  the  while  of  Her  IntereH,  and  with  an 
undaunted  RefoUition  tooppofe  this  Torrent, 
or  to  divert  its  Courfe  by  proper  Methods. 

SirT.  D.  Which  intrepid  Courage  of  theirs, 
Ifadlyown,  has'redeem'd  Her  AflTiirs,  and 
has  wrought  their  own  Safety.

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Sir^.  C  She  pitch'd  on  thefe,  with  others^ 
as  the  ableft  Hands  for  adminiftring  Reme- 
dies to  cure  the  inveterate  Madnefs  of  fome 
People.  And  after  many  Confultations,  it 
was  agreed.  That  no  Climate  was  fo  perni- 
cious to  thole  who  were  thus  bitten,  as  that 
about  St.  James's  \  whereupon  to  make  an 
Experiment,  two  or  three  were  order'd  to 
withdraw  :  And  would  you  think  it  ?

SivT.D.  I  love  Money,  let  him  give  my 
Price  and  he  fhall  have  it.  But  go  on  with 
the  Progrefs  of  this  great  Cure. 

Sir  R.  C.  'Twas  likewife  intimated,  that 
change  of  Air  would  have  a  very  good  ef- 
fed  in  reftoring  to  their  Senfes  feme  who 

us'd  to  meet  at  a  certain  Place  in  IV  — (ler^ 

where  thofe  who  had  been  Bitten,  took  great 
delight  in  Biting  others,  and  they  have  been 
lately  order'd  into  the  Country  ^  where,  'tis 
to  be  hop'd,   they  will   lofe  this  Madnels, 
which  is  not  in  fafhion  there.    At  laft,  fhe 
thought  it  proper  to  bring  fomc  of  the  State- 
Phyficians  I  told  you  of,   near  Her  Perfon.

Sir  T.  D.  With  ail  our  Craft,  and  fpecious 
Pretences,  we  could  never  infinuate  our  felves 
into  that  Old  Ncficr  of  the  State,  the  Duke 
of  L—ds :  Him  v^e  have  never  been  able  to 
•Deceive  or  Frighten :  He  has  fet  us  at  Defi- 
ance for  near  forty  Years  ^  and  the  more 
we  have  endeavourxl  to  Obfcure  his  high 
Merits,  the  Brighter  they  havefhin'd. 
.  Sir  R.  C.  That  Great  Man  is  an  eminent 
Inftance  of  the  Partiality  and  Iniuftice  of  your 
Party,  who  cry'd  up  for  Patriots  thofe  who 
were  feiliiig  their  Country  to  France^  in  the 
Reign  of  King  Charles.

there  is  no  Great  and  Noble  Qiialification, 
which  does  not  fhine  in  him. 

Sir  7".  D.  We  faw  'twas  no  purpofe.  How- 
ever, you  mull:  own  we  did  our  Belt  to  pre- 
vent his  growth  •,  and  all  along  to  intercept 
him  in  the  Progrefs  he  was  making  to  the 
highell  Pitch  of  Fame,  taking  mofl;  induftri- 
ous  Care  to  employ  liis  celebrated  Valour*, 
but  when  it  could  not,  with  any  Decency, 
be  avoided.

SirT.  D.  I  ventur'd  to  Touch  upon  the 
E~l  of  R rs. 

Sir  R.  C.  He  can  defend  his  own  Caufe  v/ith 
his  Sword,  better  than  any  of  his  Friends 
<^an  do  it  with  Words,  or  their  Pens.  But 
ifryour  Faity  is  angry  with  him  now,  what 
will  they  be  when  they  come  to  hear  of  his 
lliccefsful    Kegotiations   at    the    Court    of

And  \ve  raufl  proceed  in 
tj^e.fame  way  with  all  that  are  or  fhall  be 
bjio^igbt  into  the  Q— n's  Affairs,  for  it  pre- 
pareSithe  Minds  of  Men  to  receive  the  future 
Uestand  detracting  Stories  we  fliall  be  necef- 
D  i:  tited 
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ntated  to  raife,  to  fupporfc  our  Caufe.  You 
cannot  think  but  it  vexes  us  at  Heart  to  fee-

iii|eflded,    by    the    Court.     The    D — ke  of 
'^,0'—^ — r)/,  and  divers  others  I  could  name, 
are  in  the  fame  Cafe.    You  may  well  imagin 
We  vvereextreamly  alarm'd  at  the  beginning, 
to  obfervc  in  what    manner  feveral  of  the 
^Employments  .were  fill'd :  We  faw  Perlbns 
lik'e  to  be  on  the  Stage  of  Buiinefs,  who  for- 
warded and   promoted  the  Revolution  quite

Sir  R.  C.  Confefs  the  Truth,  did  you  not 
conceive  fome  fecret  Pleafure,  to  hear  of  my 
L — d  ^;;^ fey's  Death  ? 

Sir  T*.  D.  'Tis  the  only  Confolation  we 
have  lately  had.  We  were  always  afraid 
of  his  bright  Parts,  his  fedate  Temper,  his 
Perfpicuity,  his  natural  and-  cafie  Eloquence, 
his  fcarlefs  and  adtive  Mind,  in  oppoling 
wrong  Mcafures.

Sir  R.  C.  Let  me  further  add.  We  are  not 
for  being  upon  that  narrow  Bottom,  which 
has  been  the  favourite  Praftice  of  your  P;«ty. 
By  what  I  •  can  learn,  particular  Peribus 
among  you  will  not  be  rejeded,  who  really 
have  Part$  and  Worth.  On  the  contrary,  I 
rather  am  apt  to  believe  they  will  be  gladly 
embraced,  provided  they  fliew  a  firm  Difpoli- 
tion  to  join  .in  meafurcs  for  prefei'ving  the 
jConflicution  in  Chinch  and  State,  and  no 
longer  to  walk  in  the  Tract  of  their  Brother 
Whigs-^  in  making  uC^.of  the  Authority, 
Intereft,  and  Revenues  of  th?

Sir  R.  C.  Sure  you  would  have  fiv'd  me, 
for    old  Acquaintance-fake. 

Sir  T.  D.  Perhaps  I  might,  but  my  Mouth 
would  have  Itrangely  water'd  at  your  fine 
Seat  of  Sutton-Comover^ 

'Sir  R.  C.  'Twas  high  time  then  to  difarm 
fuch  Wolves  of  their  Pangs,  and  fuch  Lions 
of  their  Clivvs.  But  you  fnall  fee  m  us, 
quite  a  different  Difpofition,  when  your 
Tyranny  Is  put  out  of  Ability  to  do  further 
Mifchief,  when  the  Regal  Authority  is  af- 
lerted  to  its  juR;  Degrees,  and  when  the 
Laws  have  regained  their  former  Vigour. 

Sir  T.  D.  I  rejoice  to  find  you  think  of 
Moderation. 

Sir  R.  C  Not  in  the  manner  you  have  done, 
who  never  preach'd  it  up,  but  when  you 
were  odious  to  t4ie  People,  or  obnoxious  to 
the  State,  and  when  you  were  led  to  it 
not  by  Generofity  and  good  Nature,  but 
Fear  of  Punifhmcnt.  You  began  to  ufe 
that  Word  the  8th  of  March^  i7oi,  but  in 
February  1707,  you  extinguifh'd  the  very 
Thoughts  of  it.  You  think  it  a  Virtue  when 
you  are  Loa^  and  in  Difgrace,  and  forget 
it  when  you  have  got  the  Povver.  You  re- 
fume  the  Difcourle  of  it  now  again  *,  but  if^ 
for  the  Sins  of  the  People,  this  Kingdom 
Ihould  be  once  more  vifited  with  your  Ma- 
jority, you  would  give  us  Proofs  what  Fury 
can  perform,  provok'd  and  greedy  of  Re- 
venge. 

Sir  T.  D.  I  would  fain  have  Great  Britain 
make  one  Experiment  more  of  our  Mode- 
rate 
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rate  Principles,  and  you  fhould  fee  what 
very  Lambs  we  would  become:  We  would 
only  defire  to  environ  the  Throne  with  all 
our  own  Creatures,  have  all  the  Polls  of 
Honour,  Trull,  and  Profit  •,  be  firft  admitted 
to  all  advantageous  Bargains  with  the  Grown, 
have  the  Refufal  of  all  Contrads,  Subfcri- 
ptions,  and  Projeds,  vvhere  fomewhat  is  to 
be  got  J  give  us  the  handling  of  all  the  Mo- 
ney, allow  us  but  thefe  fniall  Preferences 
and  Advantages  over  our  Fellow  Subjeds : 
In  the  mean  while,  fit  you  Hill,  and  let  us 
eat  out  all  your  Lands  and  Tenements  with 
Taxes  of  ou?  deviling  ^  let  us  have  the  fole 
Management  of  a  long  protraded  War,  and 
gather  our  wonted  Fruits  from  it :  Let  us 
introduce  a  few  frefh  Oaths,  to  create  firelh 
Divifions  among  you  •,  and  after  you  have 
given  way  to  all  this,  you  Ihall  then  per- 
ceive our  Moderation. 

Sir  R.  C.  I  know  this  was  all  along  your 
Scheme,  a^d  'tis  probable  you  ilill  perfue]  it. 
But  you  have  been  lately  ftop'd  in  your  Car- 
reer. The  Church-Party  will  be  ready  to 
carry  on  and  fupport  the  War  with  the  'ut- 
moll  Vigour,  'till  Spain  is  recovered,  and  the 
Power  of  France  fo  reduced,  as  to  come  to 
honourable,  fafe  and  juft  Terms  of  Peace.  But 
I  make  no  doubt  we  fhall  better  apply  our 
Strength,  and  manage  the  War  with  more 
Frugality  than  you  iVhigs  have  done,  and 
not  bear  fuch  lavifn  Expences  of  the  Publick 
Treafure  as  you  have  been  accuftom'd  to :

Tho'  you  are;able  to  bribe 
our  Burroughs,  as  yet,  you  have  not  quite 
bought  us  out  of  'em  ^  and  hitherto,  new 
Kames  and  Families,  out  of  the  Scum  and 
Lees  of  the  People,  fprung  up  in  thefe  cor- 
rupt Times,  have  not  intirely  over- run  the- 
Kation.  God  be  thank'd,  the  Landed-Gen- 
tlemen of  ancient  Defcent,  are  ft  ill  power- 
fiil.  And  if  in  this  Juncture,  they  are  lefs 
moderate,  and  fnew  mere  warmth  than  uftnl, 
'tis  not  in  the  leaft  to  be  wonder'd  at,  and 
they  will,  be  fairly  abfolv'd  by  all  the  judg- 
ing World,  Avhen  'tis  confider'd  how  the. 
Q.--  n  has  been  us'd,  Vvhat  Attempts  your 
angry  aiid  defperate  Faction  have  made  up- 
on every  Part  of  the  Conftitution,  and  v/hat 
bitter  and  inflaming  Eo^ks  and  Pamphlets 
you  have  lately  publifti'd,  infomueh  that  k 
would  be  a  Miracle,  if  all  your  Fury  did 
not  draw  on  ibm^p  Refentments.

wife  had  firmly  promis'd  to  cry  up  my  Pre- 
tenfions,  with  united  Voices,  to  put  their 
AH  upon  it,  and  to  urge,  that  this  my  Pro- 
motion, was  the  only  Expedient  to  fave  the 
Publick,  ruin  France^  and  preferve  Credit.

Sir  T.  D.  The  Paffage  had  heretofore  been 
widen'd,  and  Care  would  have  been  taken, 
that  my  Charafter,  as  well  as  other  Things 
of  more  Importance,  fhould  have  been  kept 
from  the  Q_ — n's  Knowledge :  Befides,  I 
would  have  ftol'n  into  the  Court  under  the 
Difguife  of  immenfe  Riches,  which  have  co-

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Sir  T.  !)•  In  fome  Inftances  we  were  a  little 
too  bead-ftrong :  However,  few  of  us  com- 
plain'd  of  this,  and  all  of  us  found  our  Ac- 
count in  it  •,  for  we  did,  and  got  whatever 
we  pleas'd  j  befides,  'tis  much  fweeter  to 
govern,  than  to  be  govern'd.  If  you  will  be 
of  a  Party  that  only  propofes  a  fair  and  quiet 
Adminittration,  you  niult  be-advisM,  and 
fometimcs  dlreded  by  fuch  as  fit  at  Helm, 
who  know  more  than  can  come  within  your 
Knowledge.  But  if  you  are  of  a  Fadion,

Lover  of  judicial  Aftrology,  in  which  fub- 
lime  Science,  I  come  not  much  behind  Ifaae 
JBickcrfiaf^  Efqi  and  returning  one  Night 
home  very  Melancholly,  upon  the  Mifcar- 
fhge  of  the  Platform  I  told  you  I  had  laid, 
to  remove  certain  Obftacles  that  flood  in 
cur  way  at  Court  i  and  finding  it  had  alarm'd 
feveral  of  the  firft  Rank,  begot  Indignation

Sir  T.  D.  At  the  fame  time,  confulting  the 
Stars,  and  having  ereded  my  Scheme,  I  found 
our  Party  lay  under  a  very  evil  Influence 
of  the  Planets :  My  Aftrological  Obferva- 
tions  made  it  appear ,  that  a  Comet  with  a

Can  you  imagine  one  Fault  in  Conduft  could 
have  lofb  you  a  People  who  had  patiently  in- 
dur'd  your  Weight  fo  long?  That  laft  Folly 
lerv'd  for  no  more  than  to  clofc  up  the 
reckoning  •,  but  they  had  infinite  other  Ar- 
r  E  2  tick? 
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tides  \'7 herewith  to  charge  your  Adaiinl- 
ftration,  even  from  the  Birth  of  it.  I  ftal! 
only  refrefh  your  Memory  with  Ibme  few  :  As 
for  Example  ,  Your  total  nee,led  of  heUnd^ 
at  the  beginning  of  the  Revolvtion^  when  you 
might  have  had  the  Sword  of  my  Lord  Tyr- 
cornel  for  asking  j  which  War  colt  England 
f^veral  Millions :  Your  fhameful  Negligence 
in  the  Coin,  which  you  fuffer'd  to  be  Clip$-

ed,  by  refufing  dipt  Moiiey  in  the  princi- 
pal Receipts ,  as  had  been  praAis'd  in  the 
preceeding  Reigns,;  whereby  the  Kingdom 
loft  fb  many  Millions  as  an  EeiHijlj  man  muft 
blulh  to  Name.

C  There  are  none  of  the  Errors  in- 
Government,  committed  thefe  iaft  Twenty 
Years,  which  have  not  turn'd  richly  to  the 
Account  of  particular  Men  i  jls  the  fn  ft  Sel- 
ling of  the  Eafh-hjdht  Trade,  and  the  ered- 
ing  Corporations  with  fuch  Powers,  and  fer,£

Sir  T.  D.  You  think  then  thefe ,  and  the 
like  Proceedings,  firfl  fow'd  in  the  Hearts

/liflry. 

. .  Sir  R.  C.  No  doubt  on't :  And  of  the  fame 
Nature  were  the  Partitio7i-Treaty^  and  that  of 
Ryfwick  J  in  neither  of  which  any  due  regard 
was  had  to  the  Trade  or  Naval  Concerns  of 
England.  Could  you  imagine  it  did  not  dif- 
guft  all  thinking  Men,  to  fee  you  make  the 
War  fo  big,  and  to  obferve  at  the  fame  Time, 
how  fiercely  you  obftruded  all  Motions  that 
tended  to  inquiring  into  the  Quota's  of  our 
Confederates ,  in  order  to  leflen  our  own 
Burthen?  Have  you  not  all  along  loaded 
us,  to  fpare  them  ?  If  a  good  Patriot,  pro- 
vok'd  at  your  lavifh  Proceedings,  did  now 
and  then  ask.  What  Fleet  the  Dutch  had  fit- 
ted out  laft  Year  ?  Did  not  you  fdence  him 
with  your  Words  of  courfe,  Fenfioner  of 
France,  or  Vrknd,  to  the  Pretender.  But  to 
come  clofer  to  you,  Is  not  the  World  con- 
vinc'd.

Sir  T'  D'  Tis  more  than  probable. 

Sir  R.  C.  France  was  ftunn'd  with  the  Stroak 
rcceiv'd  at  Blenheim  :  And  it  may  fafely  be 
laid  down.  That  the  Strength  of  that  King- 
dom was  Co  broken  in  that  Battle,  as  not  to 
repaid  it  felf  in  fome  Time ;  for  the  Efforts 
thev  have  fince  made,  feem  rather  the  effeds 
of  iDefpair,  than  the  refults  of  fober  Coun- 
cils, and  look  like  the  lafl:  Struggles  of  an 
expiring  Empire,  with  a  flrong  Body.  While 
the  French  were  under  the  fir  ft  Terrors  and 
Confternation  of  that  Blow,  if  they  had  feen 
lEngland  preparing  with  a  good  Fleet,  and  a 
competent  number  of  Troops  to  invade  the 
Spaniards  in  their  Wefi-Indies  '^  if  they  had 
found  we  were  fending  powerful  Reinforce- 
ments to  S^ain^  where  Philip  had  then  no 
firm  Footing,  the  Grandfon  muft  have  quit- 
ted thofe  Dominions,  and  the  Grandfather 
muft  have  been  reduc'd  to  fue  for  Peace. 

Sir  T.  Z>.  I  doubt  this  is  obvious. 

S'r  K.  C.  Was  not  this  laft  War  begun  to 
recover  the  ^fknifl)  Monarchy,  which  had  been 
treacheroufly  feiz'd,  in  virtue  of  a  forg'd  Will  ? 
Why  then  was  it  fo  much  negleded  ?  The 
Trench  King  had  no  fuch  Reafons  to  dread  our 
Progrefs  in  Flanders^  where  he  had  fo  many 
ftrong  Garrifons  to  employ  our  Force,  which 
you  fee  have  held  us  in  play  from  1704,  not- 
withftanding  fo  many  great  Vldlorjes,  and 
that  we  have  form'd  fo  many,  and  all  fuc- 
cefsfiil  Sieges.  But  he  has  had  all  this  while, 
4n^opportunity  to  gain  the  Benefits  that  arife 
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from  Time.  And  in  this  Lottery  of  War, 
he  has  been  more  than  once  very  near  drawing 
the  beft  Prize.  Befidcs,  he  might  well  think 
it  fome  relief,  to  have  no  more  upon  his 
Hands  than  this  defenfive  War  in  the  Nether- 
lands^ tho'  he  has  been  fo  often  baffled  in  it. 
Whereas,  if  he  had  feen  himfelf  in  apparent 
Danger  to  lofe  S^ain  and  the  Wefl-lndles^  tl-e 
only  Jewels  worth  this  Iharp  Contentioji,  he 
muft  long  fince  have  fubmittcd  to  any 
Terms. 

Sir  T.  D.  But  was  it  fafc  and  feailble  to  in- 
vade Spain  and  the  Wefl^Indies^  and  leave 
Holland  expos'd  to  the  Power  of  France? 

Sir^.  C.  There  could  be  no  d;^ngcr  in  it : 
For  after  fuch  a  Battle  as  had  been  gain'd  in 
Germany^  it  could  not  have  hoia  di^icult  to 
manage  a  defenfive  War  in  Flanders ,  while 
the  main  Bufinefs  and  ultimate  End  of  the 
Confederacy,  the  redudion  of  Fpaw,  was  de- 
pending. Befides,  bv  a  War  qF  this  Nature, 
we  (hould  have  neceffitated  the  Emperor,  the 
Princes  and  States  of  Germany^  and  the  Hol- 
landers^ to  have  exerted  themfelves  a  little 
more  than  they  have  hitherto  done  \  where- 
by England  would  have  been  eas'd,  and  not 
have  w)rn  more  than  its  due  proportion  in 
the  Expences.  Such  a  War  would  haye  in- 
rich'd  the  Subalterns  and  common  Soldier, 
to  whofe  Share,  as  yet,  little  ha^s  fallen,  but 
Wounds,  Death,  and  Honour.  And  as  to 
invading  the  Wcfi-hidi?s^  the  Reign  of  Queen 
Elizjihcth  fhews  how  eafie  and  profitable  thofe 
Epeditions  weve,  and  what  Mafies  of  Gold 
jind  Siivf  r  were  brought  from  thence.    And 

confi' 
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confidering  how  much  weaker  the  ^fkni^rdi 
are  now,  than  they  were  in  that  Age,  'tis 
more  than  probable,  that  an  attempt  ther^ 
would  have  paid  its  own  Charges. 

Sir  "T.  D.  Perhaps  I,  and  other  Sharpers  of 
the  City,  might  have  been  brought  into  fnch 
an  Enterprize,  in  hopes  of  catching  a  Ga- 
leon  or  fo. 

Sir  R.  C  And  as  to  Sf.^ln^  how  practicable 
it  was  to  reduce  it,  appears  from  what  my 
Lord  Peterborough  did  there,  without  Troops, 
Money  or  Credit,  in  any  degree  proportion- 
ate to  fuch  an  Undertaking-,  and,  which 
was  worfe,  without  any  Favour  or  Counte- 
nance from  hence  :i  nay,  1  may  jullly  add, 
with  fuch  Dilcouragements,  as  nnift  have 
lunk  any  Man,  but  one  of  his  noble  Spirit 
dnd  boundlefs  Courage.  Why  were  his  he- 
roick  Anions  fo  ungratefiilly  repaid  ?  Why 
was  it  aim  oft  a  Crime  to  N-'ime  him,  unlcfs 
with  Words  of  Reproach,  of  Vvbich  you 
IVhigs  were  very  free,  while  he  was  abfent;^ 
and  this  at  a  Time  when  he  was  fo  much  ap- 
plauded by  the  common  People,  who  being 
biafs'd  by  nolntereft,  judge  and  fpeak  true  It  ? 
Why  did  your  Emillaries  fo  iaduftrioufly 
cenfure  his  Conduct,  which  had  been  fo  fuc 
cefsfiil?  For  what  Reafons  was  he  recall'd  ? 
How  came  it  to  pafs,  that  at  his  return,  hi> 
Innocence  mull  have  been  opprefs'd  by  the 
Power  of  Fadion,  if  the  Church-Party  had 
not  ftuck  clofely  to  him  ?  I  would  fain  know 
the  real  Caule  of  all  this ,  if  it  be  not 
among  thofe  Secrets  vou  fn'  you  refer ve  in^ 
P€n»  ,^ 
^•-^  Sir 
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Sir  7*.  D.  No  ;  the  Original  of  his  ill-ufasc 
may  be  communicated.  We  did  not  lil'.ethe 
Man :  He  went  too  faft  for  us.  We  were 
afraid  he  would  have  ended  the  War  too 
foon,  which  did  not  agree  with  our  Mea- 
fures.  If  the  redtidion  of  Spain  hs:!  prodvc'd 
a  Peace,  it  had  fpoil'd  our  Harvefb,  and  -ve 
ftould  have  loft  thefe  lafl:  four  Years,  which 
have  been  the  very  bell  of  all  our  Crop. 
Befides ,  we  had  one  infuperable  Objeftion 
againft  the  Earl,  we  were  not  to  fupport 
a  General  conflituted  at  a  Time  when  the 
Church-Party  had  feme  Credit,  and  who  in  2 
manner  was  of  their  defignation. 

Sir  R.  C.  But  let  me  tell  you,  your  Ufage 
of  that  Great  Man  was  no  fmall  Ingredient 
tending  to  render  your  Adminillration  odi- 
ous^ which,  whatever  Conceptions  your  Fa- 
ftion    may  have,  was  never  truly  popular. 
The  late  King,  who  had  an  excellent,  and  a 
very  difcerning  Judgment,    was   more  than 
once  obliged  to  drive  you  from  Power,  tho" 
by  your  fervile  Compliance  with  the  Butch 
Intereft  you  got  ia  again.     You  had,indcccl, 
fome  Popularity,  on  account  of  being  thought 
always  ready  to  fupply  the  War  ^  but  itwas^^ 
only  among  thofe  who  did  not  fathom  yoin: 
Defigns,  nor  fee  what  Gainers  you  were  by 
it',  and  from  the  Taxes  and  Employments rt 
produced-,   all  inquifitive    Men   perceived, 
that  this  Zeal  of  yours  rather  refpefted  your, 
private  Advantages,  than  the  pubiick  Good.- 
Whoever  confider'd  how  mziv;  Mvdern-W'htg',. 
Mufhrooms   were  grown  up  m  Ten  Yeai"s, 
would  have  thought  it  monilrous  to  have 
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leen  them  unwilling  to  raife  Money.  And  as 
to  the  Church  of  E?igland  Party,  tho'  they 
might  novr  and  then  differ  with  you  in  Opi- 
nion about  Wiys  and  Means,  did  they  ever 
oppofe  you  in  the  Main,  tho'  e>:diided  from 
all  Profits  arifing  by  the  War?  But  where 
was  your  Popularity,  when  the  Peace  of  Ryf- 
wick  was  concluded  ?  The  Eledions  f  •  the 
New  Parliaments  that  follow'd,  plainly  Ihew- 
ed,  how  the  People  ftood  affe^ed  to  youj 
where,  notwithftanding  the  long  Power  you 
had  enjoy'd,  and  the  vaft  Wealth  you  had 
acquir'd,  you  could  not  be  a  major  Part  in 
any  material  Point.  On  the  contrary,  when 
your  Adions  came  a  little  to  be  Icok'd  into, 
you  were  harrafs'd,  accufed,  and  almolt 
brought  to  the  very  brink  of  Ruin. 

Sir  7-.  D.  Perhaps  Legion^  and  feveral  in- 
flaming Papers,  I  and  fome  others  publifh'd 
about  that  time,  might  fet  Men  againft  us. 

Sir  R.  C.  'Twas  not  a  few  Errors,  but  a 
long  Series  of  ill  Condaft,  that  has  loft  you 
vhe  Peoples  Hearts.  The  little  care  you 
ihew'd  of  Property,  was  vifible  in  your  Set- 
tlement of  the  EaB-hdia  Trade,  and  in  your 
Proceedings  againft  Sir  Charles  Duncomh^whcre 
Helmjley  was  fav'd  but  by  a  fingle  Voice.  The 
fmall  regard  you  had  to  the  Liberty  of  the 
Subjeft,  was  k.tn^  in  your  frequent  Sufpenfioas 
of  the  Habeas  Carpm  Ad:^  and  in  your  long 
Oppofitions  to  the  Bills  for  regulating  Tryals 
in  Treafbn,  and  for  Triennial  Parliaments  ^ 
and  the  Zeal  you  fliew'd  for  keeping  up  a 
ftanding  Array  in  time  of  Peace.  Your  love 
of  Liberty  (whereof  one  of  the  moft  efiential 
,  parts 
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Parts  is,  Freedohi  of  fpeaking  and  voting  in.' 
Parliament)  wasfeenin  your  depriving  every 
Seffions  fome  worthy  Gentleman  or  other  of 
his  Employment,  becaufe  he  did  not  vote  as 
you  Whigs  would  have  him. 

Sir  T".  D.  Was  not  the  fame  always  pra- 
ftic'd  by  the  Court  ? 

Sir  R.  C.  This  Mark  of  Dis-favour  was  rare- 
ly put  upon  Gentlemen  merely  for  their  Votes, 
unlefs  they  gave  Inftaiiccs  of  a  general  Difaf- 
fection  to  the  Government.  Add  to  this, 
your  frequent  removing  from  the  Miniftry 
and  inferior  Stations,  Men  of  the  greateft 
Birth,  Abilities,  Experience  and  Intereftin 
the  Kingdom,  without  vouchfafing  any  other 
Reafbn  for  this,  than  That  the  Necejfity  of  the 
Or-— n's  Service  requird  it  ",  who  faw  well 
enough  your  Party  was  driving  Her  moft 
faithful  Servants  from  Her,  tho'  at  that  Sea- 
fon,  like  good  King  David,  She  could  do  no 
more  than  think.  /  am  this  Day  weak,  tho' 
anointed  King',  and  thefe  Men  the  Sons  o/Zervi- 
ah  be  too  hard  for  me.  When  you  were  turn- 
ing out  on  the  fcore  of  Party,  did  you  not  for- 
get old  Ties  of  Friendlhip,  all  fenfe  of  Grati- 
tude for  paft  Services,  and  all  Confideration  of 
what  would  be  faid  of  your  Proceedings  ?  If  I 
am  not  miftaken,at  once  youremov'd  from  the 
Council  lixteen  or  feventeen  Perfons.  But  of 
all  the  unaccountable  Steps  you  made,  I  have 
often  wonder'd  how  you  would  venture  to 
difoblige  fo  great  a  Man  as  the   Duke  of 

B, ham.    The  regard  you  could  not  but  fee 

the  Q^i.i.«-.n  had  for  him,  mighc  well  have 
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brought  the  influencing  Men  of  your  Party  to 
court  fuch  a  Companion  in  the  Government, 
tho'  he  was  not  willing  to  concur  in  all  your 
Meafures :  What  could  his  quitting  the  high 
Poll  he  had  produce,  but  a  Jealoufie  that  you 
w€re  doing  things  that  could  not  bear  the 
Search  of  his  deep  and  piercing  Judgment  ?  And 
were  you  not  in  daily  fears  of  his  ftrong  way 
of  fpeaking,  which  could  lay  you  all  foopen, 
whenever  he  pleas'd  ?  The  fame  judicious  Ma^J 
^agemef?t  made  you  turn  many /I/c';/of^/-e^t  Oi/a'^ 
lityand  Fortune  out  of  the  Commijfions  ofpeace^  &: 
Lieutenancy  (  who  feem  to  have  a  Right  to 
thofe  Stations,  of  what  Party  foever  they  be, 
provided  they  are  not  juftiy  accufed  of  fome 
notorious  Difaffection  to  the  State  )  and  plan- 
ting in  their  rooms  many  of  the  errantelt 
Scoundrels  you  could  pick  up. 

SirT.  D.  I  my  felf  in  the  Countries  near 
London^  within  thefc  three  Years  (let  me  fee 
my  Pocket-Book)  have  recommended  195. 

Sit  R.  C  I  fuppofe  you  likewife  thought  to~- 
draw  to  yon  the  AfFeftions  of  the  People,  by 
iittacking  your  Sovereign  in  that  part  of  Her 
Authority,  of  v;hich  from  Her  Grandfather's 
Example,  She  ought  to  be  moll  Jealous,  I 
mean  Her  Prerogative  to  Call  and  DilTolve 
Parliaments,  and  tochooleHer  Minillers,  as 
She  judges  moft  expedient  for  the  Publick.' 
'Tis  v/ell  enough  known, that  at  the  Inftigatioi^- 
of  fome  great  Men,  private  Perfons  have  pre*|^ 
fum'dto  goto  their  Prince,and,  in  a  manner^;;;* 
iay  down  to  Her  Rules  of  Government,  \u^ 
Matters  of  the  highell  Importance,  with  In-*^ 
iinuations,   as  if   whai»  they  faid,  was   the 
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Senfe  of  the  Bank  of  EtigjUndy  aad  this  with-. 
outconfulting  that  Body  of  which  they  had 
the  Honour  to  be  Members.  But  the  Bank  is 
too  wife  not  to  difclaim  this  Infoleace,  or  to 
dare  to  interpofe  in  Points  of  fo  nice  a  Na- 
ture \  and  if  ever  they  Ihould  take  upon  'em 
to  do  it,  their  Infiuence,  (in  other  refpefts 
great  enough)  would  beget  areafbnable  Ter- 
ror in  the  Kingdom,  asd  awaken  the  Parlia- 
ment to  prefcribe  Limits  to  the  ExercUeof 
fuch  a  Power  as  was  never  intended  in  their 
Conftitution. 

Sir  T.  D.  However,  we  hoped  this  would 
fright  the  Court  in  that  jundure. 

Sir  R.  C.  I  fuppofe  you  had  the  like 
Thoughts,  when  you  procur'd  Memorials  to 
the  fime  purpofe  from  ibme  foreign  Princes 
and  Stares.  I  am  no  bad  Hiftorian,  and  yet 
I  never  remember  fuch  a  Treatment  among 
Equals.  Inltanccs  there  are,  that  this  has  been 
done  by  fuperior  Powers  to  inferior,  which 
yet  was  never  fubraitted  to  •,  but  thanks  be 
to  God,  that  is  far  from  being  our  Cafe  ^ 
and  if  the  Q, — • — -n  is  not  look'd  upon  by  all 
Fvropi^  to  be  the  Head  of  the  Confederacy, 
and  to  nuke  the  noblcit  Figure  in  it.  She  has 
but  a  hard  Bargain,  who  contributes  much  the 
largefl:  Ihare  tofupport  this  Alliance.  But  I 
take  it  for  granted,  your  Party  had  fuggefted 
to  their  Con  cfpondeiits  abroad,  that  they  had 
reduced  the  Power  and  Dignity  of  the  Crown 
fo  low,  that  any  affront  would  be  indur'd  with 
Patience. 

SirT.  D.  I  am  afraid  thefe  two  falfe  Steps 
have  help'd  to  make  us  odious,  cfpecially 
3m.ong  thofe,  who   have  any  regard  to  the 
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Honoiir  of  the  Katidn,  and  whofe  Blood 
rifes  to  {ee  Great  Britain  fo  infulted.  But  in 
the  Confterriation  we  were  under  to  lofe  our 
Power,  we  loft  our  Senfes. 

.sir  R-  C.  What  could  all  this  end  in  but  an 
utter  averfion  to  your  Management  ^  Except 
a  few  among  you,  who  had  Honour,  Parts 
and  Breeding,  was  ever  afet  of  Men  fo  Vio- 
lent and  Affuming,  as  you  were,  when  you 
had  Po.vcr  •,  or  fb  clamorous  againft  the  Ad- 
miniftration,  when  it  was  not  in  your  own,  or 
in  Hands  you  could  influence,  or  fo  incom- 
patible with  others?  If  you  thought  a  Man 
would  not  go  all  your  Lengths  whatfoever, 
tho'  he  voted  with  you,  and  concurr'd  in 
your  Me?.fiires,  as  to  what  related  to  the 
Publick,  he  was  fufpefted,  whifperM  againft, 
and  rail'd  at  by  you.  But  nothing  tended 
more  to  fill  up  the  Meafure  of  your  Iniqui- 
ties, than  your  Behaviour  in  the  Committee 
of  Elections. 

Sir  T.  D.  Has  it  not  been  the  Region  of 
Partiality,  for  thefe  laft  Seventy  Years  ? 

Sir  R.  C.  It  has  fo  *,  but  never  in  fo  Ican- 
dalous  a  degree,  as  under  your  Majority. 
If  the  Church  Party  have  been  giiilty  of  it, 
'tis  a  Fault,  all  wife  and  honsft  Men  will 
think  they  ought  to  mend,  rather  than  to 
retaliate  your  Injuftice,  who  turn'd  out  many 
that  conftantly  divided  with  you*,  for  this 
fingle  Reafon,  that  they  were  not  what  you 
call  ftanch  Whigs :  Thefe  excluded  Members 
were  many  of  'em,  the  moft  confiderable 
Perfons  ia  their  Counties.  Could  the  Peo- 
ple bear,  with  any  Patience,  to  have  your 
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Fa£li6n,  and  not  they  tfiemfelves,  qlioole 
their  Reprefentatives  ?  And  this,  in  fuch 
frequent  and  odions  Cafes.  Can  there  be 
found  .one  Inftance,  that  a  Man  of  fo  ancient" 
a.'FamUy,-w-hich  has  produced  two  Knights 
of  the  Garter,  who  himfelf  has  fuch  great 
Parts,  and  was  -fo  very  ufeful  in  the  Houfe, 
and  fo  confiderable  through  the  whole  King- 
dom, and  chofen  by  fo  plain  a  Majority,  as 

Sir  5 n  //— '-^ — -n  was  in    his  Borough  ; 

I  lay,  can  a  Prefident  be  given,  that  fuch  a 
one  was  ever  thrown  out  of  St.  Stephen  %  Cha- 
pel ?  To'  return  therefore  to  what  I  was  af- 
firming before  •,  'tis  the  wrong  Meafures  you 
la/e  taken  in  other  Matters,  your  Profufion 
in  the  Publick  Treafure,  your  Partiality,  your 
Corruption,  your  infamous  Libels,  your  In- 
fglence  to  the  Throne,  have  loft  you  the 
Peoples  Hearts,  and  not  the  Dodor's  TriaL 
Sir  T.  D.  But  never  tell  me,  if  that  had 
not  happened,  we  might  have  been  permitted 
to  mifgovern  a  Year  or  two  longer,  which 
would  have  been  a  good  Addition  to  our  for- 
mer Gains,  and  my  Title  would  have  been, 
conferr'd  on  me,  perhaps  in  a  Month  ot 
two :  For  I  forget  to  tell  you  of  one  Cir- 
cumftance  that  would  have  help'd  me.  I  had 
procured  from  the  Herald^  Office  a  Pedi- 
gree, wherein  1  deriv'd  my  felf  (how  truly 
the  Herald:  know,  for  I  don't)  by  the  Fa- 
ther's fide  from  the  Bramhers^  and  by  the 
Mother's  from  the  Emffons^  Men  famous  in 
their  Generations,  and  publick  Robbers  in 
former  Ages  :  Certain  it  is  the  Doubles 
arc  of  a  very,  ancient  Houfe.  'Tis  true, 
fome  of  our  Ancellors  happening  to  be 
iKing'd,  others  to  be  pillory'd  and  whipp'd, 
F  from, 
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from  Tithing  to  Tithing,  the  Family  fell  low, 
but  my  fuccefsfal  Induftry  had  rais'd  it  up 
again,  but  for  the  unlucky  Roafting  of  this 
Pricft. 

Sir  R.  C.  It  feems  then  you  were  mightily 
frighted  at  this  Meteor  hanging  fo  long  over 
your  Head. 

Sir  jT.D.  Indeed  I  was^  and  fo  Superftiti*^ 
ous,  as  to  believe  Things  would  not  go  well 
with  us  for  a  very  long  Seafon  after  the  faid 
14th  of  December-^  egad  to  this  inftant,  lam 
in  a  fweat  to  hear   pronounc'd    the  Word 

Im ment  •,  biit  like  a  cunning  old  Rat, 

I  ran  away  from  the  Houfe  I  faw  falling,  and 
dreamt  no  more  of  being  a  Baron.  The  firfl: 
thing  I  did  was  to  draw  my  eight  tfioufand 
Pound  out  of  the  Hands,  where,  with  fuch 
Wifdom  and  Court-Knowledge,  I  had  plac'd 
it.  The  next  ftep  I  msde^  was,  to  ^ell  my  four- 
fcore  thoufand  Pound  or  Bank  and  Eafi-India 
Stock  ^  at  the  fame  time  perfuading  as  many  of 
my  Gang,  as  I  had  any  Influence  Over,  to  do 
the  like.  And,  Sir  Richard^  I  will  let  you  in- 
to a  Secret,  which,  I  believe,  is  reveal'd  to  ve- 
ry few  J  our  pouring  out  fuch  vaft  Qtiantities, 
is  the  true  Caufe  why  the  Stocks  of  late  are 
funk.  Would  any  Whlg^  with  Brains  in  his 
Skull^  have  kept  Stock  when  it  was  at  fo  high  a 
Price  "?  No,  we  knew  the  old  Saying,  IVhen  a 
Shoulder  of  Mutton  is  ftirring-y  ^tis  good  to  have  a 
jlice  at  it.  And  perhaps  'tis  like  to  prove  the 
bed  Morfel  remaining  to  us. 

Sir  R,  C.  As  how,  I  pray  ?        _ 

Sir  T.  X>.  When  the  Comet  newly  ment:ion-»' 
ed  had  appear'd,  and  we  plainly  faw  what  an 
Influence  it  wa9  like  to  havej  and  when  we 

found 
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fbilnd  how  many  of  us  wiere  in  danger  to  lofe 
our  Pofts,  we  deem'd  it  advifable  to  embroil 
Matters  as  much  as  ever  we  could  ^  to  put  all 
poffible  Rubs  in  the  way  of  any  new  Admini- 
Itration,  and  to  endeavour  to  raife  fueh  a 
Storm,  that  no  body  fhould  dare  to  handle 
the  Sails,  or  fteer  the  Ship.  In  order  to  this,up«? 
on  the  Change  of  a  Minifter  or  two,  we  fell  to 
groaning  over  our  Coffee,  and  at  Taverns  over 
bur  Wine:  I  my  felf,  who  have  Tears  at 
Command,  was  fben  to  blubber  like  a  Child 
newly  correded^  .  My  Tone  was,  the  Katjon 
1$  ruin'd,  the  Confederacy  mufl:  break,  and 
there  is  no  hope  of  Peace.  Had  we  been  fuf- 
fer'd  a  little  longer  to  hold  all  the  Em\jioy 
ments  of  Profit  and  TruH  this  C:i;npii^a, 
Trance  had  been  over-run,  aad  .  tbtiir.  King 
driven  to  make  a  Journey  to  Madrid^  to  pull 
his  Grandfon  out  of  the  Throne  with  his 
own  Hands.  But  now  all  is  loH.  Tf  neare 
diflblv'd,  is  there  a  Houfe  of  Commons  to  be 
found  that  will  lave  their  Religion  and  their 
Country?  Who  but  we  are  able  to  find  out 
Taxes?  Are  not  we  to  be  bell  trup-ed  in  rai- 
ling MoneVy  who  are  fure  to  have  our  felves 
fo  large  a  fhare  of  what  we  give?  in  Ihort, 
the  Kingdom's  undone,  'tis  time  to  get  rid 
9f  what  you  have  in  the  publick  Funds,  and 
to  fell  your  Stocks. 

Sir  R.  C.  But  did  this  Bite  pafs  ? 

Sir  T.  D.  Bravely  ^  we  fold  all  we  had  %.. 
we  borrow'd  of  our  Friends  whatever  we^  * 
could  ^^  we  lent  Money  upon  all  tLe  Stocki 
we  met  with  V  all  which  was  in  order  to 
have  a  fufficie^t, Parcel  to  glut  the  Market,' 
^V  often  a^  yb?  judg'd  cxpedicat.    Wbeii, 
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this  was  done,  I  commanded  the  Ohfervator 
and  the  Review^  to  defcant  opon  the  Publick 
Credit,  and  to  fhew,  that  by  the  Talk  of  a 
Diflblntion,  and  of  Changes  in  the  Miniltry, 
England  had  loft  full  Three  Millions  in  the 
Article  of  Stocks. 

Sir  R.  C  I,  who  have  lately  been  but  a 
Country  Gentleman,  underfliand  fo  much, 
that  to  repair  this  dreadful  Damage,  will 
not  cofl:  the  Kation  Three  Pence. 

Sir  T.  D.  No  matter  for  that,  we  hop'd 
it  would  ferve  our  Turn  to  fright  the  City. 
At  the  fame  Inftant,  I  fent  all  the  difmal 
Accounts  I  could  rake  together,  piec'd  out 
with  Inventions  of  my  own,  to  all  my  Cor- 
refpondents  in  Holland^  in  hopes  to  raife  the 
like  Alarms  there,  and  create  the  lame  Fears  j 
which,  I  imagin'd,  would  bring  the  Jews  in 
Shoals  to  Jonatha-ns^  with  their  Stocks,  Eafl- 
India  Bonds,  Tallies,  Annuities,  and  Lottery- 
Tickets. 

Sir  R.  C.  But  1  fancy  you  were  fmoak'd 
by  that  wife  People  the  Dmch. 

Sir  T.  D.  Ko  faith  •,  fome  of  'em  were 
catch'd :  My  main  Drift  was  to  depreciate 
all  Funds  whatfoever,  fo  to  bring  a  gene- 
ral Call  upon  the  Bank,  whereby  we  hop'd 
to  occafion  the  Appearance  of  a  full  Stop  in 
Publick  Credit,  which  muft  needs  have  tur- 
ned to  our  Account  *,  who  by  having  had  the 
Robbing  of  the  Kingdom  for  above  Twenty 
Years,  are  become  Mafters  of  fo  large  a  Ihare 
of  the  ready  Cafh.  If  it  could  have  been 
brought  to  pafs,  to  have  reduc'd  Tallies  to 
^O^erCent.  difcount,  Stocks  to   lO  fer  Cent.

Sir  R.  G.  You  had  done  difcreetly. 

Sir  T.  D.  For  my  own  part,  I  do  not  in- 
tend to  ftay  fo  long  '-,  as  foon  as  I  fee  them 
funk  $  or  6  per  Cent.  beJow  their  prefent 
l^rice,  I  Ihall  begin  to  lay  in  my  Parcel.  So 
that  let  the  worft  happen  to  us  that  can  hap- 
pen j  fuppofe  the  Calamity  fhould  befal  our 
Party,  of  feeing  a  fafe  and  honourable  Peace 
concluded  ^  or,  that  we  (hould  be  vifited 
and  aSJic'ied  with  the  fad  profpe<^  of  Faction 
being  quite  aboliih'd,  by  the  Wifdom  and 
Refolution  of  the  Queen  and  Her  I\Iiniiters : 
We  Ihall  however  have  this  Comfort,  to  have 
made  2.0  per  Cent,  by  felling  out  our  Stockswhtit 
the  Market  was  high,  and  buying  them  ia 
again  when  it  was  low.  For  no  Man  can 
be  fo  undifcerning,  as  not  to  know,  that  any 
leafonable  Settlement  in  Affairs,  I  mean  a

nothing  but  a  StocK-jobbing  Bulinefs,  to 
trick  honeft  well-meaning  People,  and  to 
make  advantage  from  Fears  you  your  felves 
had  created.

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Sir  T.  D.  Yes,  we  had  another  Confidera- 
tion,  merely  Political,  and  oif  a  higher  Na- 
ture :  By  blafting  Credit,  we  hop'd  to  bring 
infaper^ble  Difficulties  upon  the  Govern- 
ment, and  to  make  it  impolfible  to  raife 
Mony  to  fubfift  the  Troops  abroad ;  from 
whence  muft  have  follow'd  no  Changes,  and 
no  DifTolution.  This  was  the  principal  Walk 
in  the  Interlude,  and  Stock-jobbing  came  in 
but  byway  of  Epifod.      "'  -'  '^' 

Sir  i?.  C.  I  cannot  h^lp  Hniling  at  a 
Thought,  That  if  you  had  fucceeded  in  your 
Pretenfions  to  a  Barony,  you  would  have 
been  the  firil  Inftance  of  a  Perfon  rais'd  out 
of  Jcnathanh  CofFee-Houfe,  up  to  the  Houfe 
of  Peers. 

Sit:  T.  D.  Pray  mention  that  no  more.  I 
muH'  modeftly  content  ray  felf  now  to  get 
inco  the  Houfe  of  Commons. 

Sir  R.  C.  How  flands  your  Intereft  in  the 
County  you  ferv'd  for  laft  ? 

Sir  T.  D.  Fix'd,  I  think,  beyond  all  Ap» 
prehenfions  of  a  Dirappointment.  I  took 
€are  to  get  thither  early,  when  the  News 
of  a  new  Parliament  had  reach'd  very  few ; 
but  1  had  quick  Intelligence. 

Sir  R'  C.  And  how  were  you  receiv'd  ? 

Sir  T.  D.  Not  one  Gentleman,  and  but 
7  or  8  of  the  Clergy    ( influenc'd  by   their 

B= ^^p,who  is  one  of  os)  notwithftanding  my 

two  Coaches  and  fix,  my  numerous  Attend- 
ants,my  coftly  Equipage,and  the  great  Poft  I 
was  known  to  be  in  at  Court,  came  near* 
me  ;  but  I  had  a  full  Appearance  of  the  fmall 
Freeholders.  'Tis  true,  like  the  Company 
Sir  John  Faljiaffe  had  newJy  rais'd,  they  wtre

exceeding  poor  and  bare,  too  beggarly  \  but 
that's  a  Fault  my  Taylor  ihalj  mend  againfl: 
Eled^ioe-day  •,  for  the  chief  of  *era  fliall  have 
new  Cioaths,  and  each  fome  Lining  to  his 
Pockets.  As  foon  as  I  had  alighted,  and  was 
Ihaking  my  Friends  by  the  Hands,  they  be- 
gan to  choak  me  with  a  Queftion,  How  I 
had  behav'd  my  felf  in  Dr.  5 ^/'s Trial? 

Sir  R.  C  What  Anfwer  did  you  make  ? 

Sir  T.  D.  After  a  little  paufe,  I  reforted 
to  my  wonted  Confidence  j  and  tho'  the 
contrary  was  (b  notorious,  I  Ibleranly  fwore 
I  had  all  along  voted  for  the  Doftor,  and  at 
every  Debate  had  made  five  or  {ix  Speeches 
for  him.  This  pafs'd  for  current ,  and  I  pro- 
ceeded on  to  treat  nobly  in  every  Town  of  the 
whole  County  j  wherever  I  cou'd  fix  Money, 
the  good  Crown-pieces  and  Guineas  flew 
about ;  fo  that  between  you  and  I,  this  Ele- 
dion  is  like  to  coft  me  little  lefs  than  my 
former:  But  what  do  I  value  feven  or  eight 
Thoufand  Pounds  at  fuch  a  critical  Time  as 
this,  when  the  Sum  of  Affairs  feems  to  be 
fo  much  depending. 

Sir  R.  C.  Methinks  you  had  better  have 
nick'd  your  time,  and  bought  a  Barony. 

Sir  T.  D.  No  more  of  that  I  beg  you.  The 
firft  right  Step  I  made,  was  to  -fplit  as  ma- 
ny Freeholds  as  ever  I  could  i  in  which  I 
was  affilted  privately  by  fome  confiderable 
Gentlemen  of  the  County,  my  Friends,  who 
tho'  they  were  afham'd  to  own  me  in  Pub- 
licjc,  did  it  underhand :  By  this  I  gain'd  a 
great  many  Voices.  Twenty  Years  ago  our 
County  had  not  above  eighteen  Hundred 
Freeholders,  but  we  have  brought  em  now

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to  four  and  twenty  Hundred ,  purely  by 
fplitting;  an  Invention  which  our  Party  fays 
contributes  much  to  the  Prefervation  of  Li- 
berty.

And  we 
have  all  heard  what  has  been  done  in  the 
Parts  adjacent  to  this  wealthy  Town.  But 
I  could  hardly  have  bcliev'd,  that  fuch  ge- 
neral Corruption  had  fpread  it  feif  into 
Counties  fo  remote  as  yours  is. 

Sir  T.  V.  Unlefs  you  were  an  Eye-witnefs, 
you  can  never  conceive,  what  is  to  be 
brought  about  by  Induftry^  guided  by  Craft, 
countenane'd  from  above,  bountifully  fup- 
ply'd,  and  encourag'd  to  make  an  unlimited 
Expence,  .which  was  certain  to  m.eet  with 
Reward  of  fome  kind  or  other.  Indeed,  in 
this  laft  Election,  'tis  hard  upon  private  Per- 
fons.  Heretofore  we  had  good  Affillance  j 
whereas  now  we  are  forc'd  to  do  it  out  of 
our  own  Pockets,  or  refolve  to  give  up  the 
"Game ;  but  I  hope  fo  mean  a  Thought  will 
never  enter  into  our  Hearts.

SirT.  D.  Tis  poor  Sir  i:/.Af. 

Sir  R.  C.  Sir  H.  M !  I  thought  there  had 
not  been  two  Men  in  the  Kingdom  of  more 
different  Principles  than  you  and  he. 

Sir  T.  D.    We  differ'd  formerly,    but  his 

Tranfadion  in  the  M ne  A ture  has 

intirely  reconcil'd  me  to  him. 

Sir  R-  C.  I  thought  you  could  make  no 
other  ufe  of  that  Gentleman,  but  to  reproach 
the  Church  Party  with  his  Condud. 

Sir  T.  D.  We  do  (6  to  the  Tories ;  but 
among  our  felves,  we  know  how  to  value 
his  real  Worth. 

Sir  R.  C.  And  fo  you  encourag'd  him  to 
ftand  at  Cardigan^  to  oppofe  Sir  S— «  H r. 

Sir  T.  D.  You  are  rightly  inforra'd.  V\'e 
made  all  the  Intereft,  and  got  all  the  Re-- 
commendation  we  could  poflibly  procure  for 
him,  in  which  we  engaged,  let  me  tell  you, 
no  inconfiderable  Perfons.  For  we  were  in

Sir  7.  D.  He  feems  to  have  but  cold  Com- 
fort from  thence :  But  one  of  fuch  Wealth  as 
I  am,  cannot  fail  to  get  ;  confiding  Perfon 
into  fome  Place  or  other.

Sir  R.C  I  am  told  the  Gates  will  be  fnut 
there  rgaitift  your  Recommendations. 

SirT.  D.  They  muft  then  be  open'd  with 
a  niver  Key  :  But  if  they  cannot,  I  have  an- 
other String  to  my  Bow.  Monday  lall  a 
Corporation-Broker,  by  Calling  an  Lin- keep- 
er, of  good  Subftance,  came  to  pay  me  a  re- 
fpeftful  Vifit,  (as  all  of  'em  do  as  foon  as  they 
I^ar  a  new  Parliament  is  caifd,  to  offer  me, 
or  any  Friend  of  mine,  the  refufal  of  their 
Ware)  ;  he  30ijr'd  me,  he  could  procure  an 
Ele^ionfor  250  /.

1  have  lately  made,  are  undeniable  Proofs, 
that  what  I  fay  is  true.  The  greatelt  part  of 
this  immenfe ,  Wealth  I  got  by,  having  ali 
along  had  a  large  Ihare  in  the  Remittances. 
And  I  had  the  Impudence  or  Dexterity,  call 
it  which  you  will,  to  affirm,  and  have  it  be- 
iiev'd  at  Court,  that  no  Body  in  the  whole 
Kingdom  but  my  felf,  was  able  to  carry  on 
that  Bufinefs ;  fo  that  at  laft  I  engrofs'd  it  all.

For 
fince  the  Revolution  to  this  Year  incluUve, 
the  Parliament  has  given  about  One  Hun- 
dred and  Thirty  Millions ;,  of  this  Sum,  about 
Thirty  Millions  is  alre.ady  fecur^d  by  Par- 
liamentary Funds.  About  One  Hundred 
Millions  have  been  rais'd  by  Annual  Taxes, 
and  were  employed  with  the  other  Thirty 
Millions,  to  carry  on  the  Kxpences  of  the 
War.  Belides  this,  there  is  a  Debt  upon  the 
Articles  of  the  Navy,  Tranfports,  Extra's 
in  Portugal,  and  Deficiencies,  &c.  what  it  is, 
1  will  not  pretend  to. States  but  we,  Male- 
contents,  hope,   that  "upon  winding  up  the

Vou  hit  it  right;    and  I  havfe- 
lieard    a  buflling  Whig  in  the  City,  crack- 
ing over  a  Bottle  of  his  Annuities,    Stock 
and  Tallies,  vapour,  That  thefe  Forty  Mil- 
lions,   which   now  lie  fo  heavy  upoa   the 
generality    of  the  whole   Kingdom  ,    had 
been  a  Booty  fhared  among  ndt  many  more 
than  Three  Thoufand  Perfons  :  And  he  ar- 
^u'd  thus;  There  are,  faid  he.  Twenty  of  us, 
whofe  Fortunes,  before  the  happy  Pvevoluti- 
on,  were  ^ery  Moderate,  can  now  value  our 
ielves,   cae  with  another   upon  a  Plumb  sL 
piece.

He  proceeded  to  fe- 
veral  other  Chiles  and  Siibdivifions,  which 
he  did,  with  fuch  avimirable  Skill  and  judg- 
ment, and  enforced,  what  he  laid  down,  with 
Arguments    fo  plain,  that  I  was  compell'dj 
to  admit  his  Computation  to  be  jufl  and  right. 
Sir  K,  C  Nor  fhali  I  difputc  it.    But  me- 
thinks  in  this  Account,  he  allov/'d  very  little 
for  the  poor  Country  Gentlemen.

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Pockets ;  And  pray,  how  was  England  (for 
we  are  all  for  Old  England)  concern'd  whe- 
ther We,  or  They  had  it ;  We  who  are 
adive,  and  upon  the  Stage  of  Bufinefs,  or 
They  who  mind  nothing  but  to  Drink,  HawK, 
and  Hunt. 

Sir  R.  C.  You  argue  very  candidly. 

Sir  T.  D.  But  to  bring  this  about,  we 
were  forced  to  promote  giving  whatever 
was  ask'd,  and  examining  into  nothing  ", 
both  which  Duties  we  performed  with  cheer- 
ful Hearts  and  willing  Minds-  From  the 
very  beginning,  we  refolv'd  to  make  a  great 
Milch-Cow  of  the  Common-wealth  *,  and 
that  fhe  might  yield  the  more  Milk,  'twas 
determin'd  to  throw  her  into  a  Field  of 
Clover,  where  fhe  might  have  rank  Feed- 
ing *,  and  in  order  to  this,  without  Dpors, 
we  never  talk'd  of  lefs  than  five  or  fix 
Millions  a  Year. 

Sir  A.  C.  But  once  in  your  Life,  deal  lln- 
cerely.  Are  you  not  convinced,  it  had  been 
much  better  for  England,  if  former  Parlia- 
ments had  been  more  fparing  of  the  Pub- 
lick  Treafure  ?  If  to  raife  fuch  vaft  Sums 
annually,  you  had  not  engaged  almofl  all 
the  Funds,  would  it  not  be  much  more  eafie 
to  finds  \A^ays  and  Means  to  pay  the  Navy, 
Tranfports,  and  other  Debts,  and  to  cairy 
on  the  War  ?  If  your  wild  Go.d-jcl  had 
hot  llripp'd  us  fo  bare,  would  not  feveral 
Funds  lie  open  at  this  Day,  to  the  Ufes  of 
the  Kingdom  ?  If  'twas  viiible  to  all  Europe^ 
that  Great  Britain,  notwithftanding  a  War 
fo  expenfive  and  long,  were  Hill  in  a  Con- 
<iitioa  to  raife  about  twenty  Millions,  a  Sum 

(and 
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(and  I  am  modefi:  in  my  Computation)  which 
your  Party  has  vainly  lavifh'd,  fince  you 
have  had  the  Management  of  Bufinefs ;  I 
fay,  if  there  were  clear  Funcjs  remaining, 
upon  which  fuch  a  Sum  might  be  levy'd, 
witliout  further  Ruin  ro  Trade,  or  Op- 
prefllon  to  the  People,  fhould  we  not  drf- 
charge  our  Debts  with  Eafe,  and  be  like- 
wife  able  to  fupply  the  War  three  Years 
longer,  if  the  general  Interefl  of  the  Alliance 
requir'd  it  ? 

Sir  T.  D.  I  will  not  combat  undeniable^ 
Truths,  unlefs  in  publick  Places,  where  it: 
may  turn  to  ferae  Account. 

Sir  R.C.  In  fuch  a  polition  of  Affairs,  what 
a  i]oble  Figure  Great  Britain  would  make 
Abroad!  What  Confufion  would  it  not  cre- 
ate in  the  French  Councils,  if  they  faw  us  as 
able  as  willing,  to  bring  mighty  Armies  into 
the  Field  three  Campaigns  more!  In  fuch  a 
Cafe,  mult  not  their  King  withdraw  his  AITi- 
ftance  from  his  Grandfon,  and  call  him  Home, 
without  infifbing  on  the  Equivalent  of  Sicily 
and  Sardinia?  I  hope  the  glorious  Succefs 
wherewith  Heaven  has  been  pleas'd  to  blefs 
Her  Majefty's  Arms,  under  the  Conduct  of 
Count  Starembergh  and  Generals  Stanhope  and 
Jielcaflle^v/ill  render  the  Reduction  of  the  5/?-^- 
mfli  Monarchy  lefs  difficult  than  it  feem'd  to  be. 
However,  you  mult  grant  it  would  have  been 
much  eafier  in  fuch  a  polture  of  our  domcftick 
Affairs,  as  1  have  mentioned.  Had  vtebeen 
in  this  profperous  Condition,  we  might  doubt- 
lefs  have  given  the  Law  •,  and  what  Terms  of 
Peace  we  had  been  pleas'd  to  prefcribe,  muft 
have  been  yielded  to  us  j  nor,  would  the  Funds, 

Stocks 
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Stochy  and  Tallies  have  funk  in  Value,  nor  diirft 
the  French  have  jfhuffled  as  they  did  at  Gertr-a- 
drnh^rg^  in  a  Treaty  of  Peace,  which,  by  the 
Way,  has  been  feldom  obferv'din  any  Age  to 
hang  long,  biit  where  both  fides  had  feme  Se- 
cret Reafons,  or  private  Interefl  to  protraft  it. 

Sir  T.  D.  From  this  Hint  I  gathei-,  you 
fufpeft  the  Treaty  was  interrupted  from  a 
nearer  View  the  French  had  by  converfing 
with  the  Hollanders^  how  much  Affairs  he?e 
had  been  diforder'd  and  broken,  thro'  the 
Condiift  of  our  Party,  and  that  our  fide  wss 
not  over  fond  of  Peace,  which  might  beget 
Inquiries. 

Sir  R.  C.  'Twas  indeed  enough  td  encoii- 
rage  our  Enemies,  and  difhearten  our  Friends, 
to  conlider  into  what  a  Condition  you  have 
reduced  England.  'Twill  puzzle  the  ableffc 
Heads  in  the  Nation  to  find  Funds  for  all  the 
Sums  that  of  Neceffity  will  be  wanting.  You 
have  left  little  for  Induftry,  Care  and  Wif- 
dom  to  work  upon.  However,  Ihopte,  all 
good  Men  will  cheerfully  apply  their  Minds 
to  it,  and  concur,  as  well  in  Opinion,  as  in 
their  Endeavours,  to  extricate  the  Govern- 
ment out  of  thofe  Difficulties  into  which  your 
Conduft  has  brought  it  in  the  compafs  of 
twenty  Years  •,  for  fo  long,  with  very  fnort 
intervals,'  your  Party  ha"s  had  the-  Power.' 
And  if  your  fide  do  not  cloti;  the  Wheels  of 
that  Charriot  they  are  not  fuffer'd  to  drive^ 
I  make  no  doubt  but  ^  Church  of  England  Mi- 
niftry  will  be  able  to  carry  on  the  War,  'till 
a  fafe  and  honourable  Peace  can  bc'eftablifh'd. 
,  Sir  T.  D.  All  I  ask  of  'em  is,  but  fo  Itay 
till  I  have  brought- m'ybdd  Sum  of  tv/o  Plumb's 
sn'd  a  half,  to  a  fqu^re-one  of  four:  Plumbs  v 
C  vfhich' 
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which,  iii  three  Years  1  was  in  a  fair  way  of 
doing,  and  then  lee  'em  make  an  end  when 
they  think  fit. 

Sir  R.  C.  You  might  fee,  by  fome  late  Tran- 
fadions  at  the  Treafury,  that  they  are  trying, 
as  faft  as  they  can,  to  free  themfelves  from 
the  Clutches  of  fuch  as  you  are. 

Sir  T.  D.  'Twill  coft  more  pains  than  you 
imagin,  for  we  have  render'd  things  fufHci- 
ently  perplex'd. 

Sir  R.  C.  'Tis  evident  you  have  ^  and  I 
know  the  Modern  Whigs  give  out,  that  the 
feeming  damp  upon  Credit,  and  the  inter- 
ruption of  the  Treaty,  proceed  only  from  the 
-Change  of  Meafures,  the  Alterations  lately 
made  at  Court,  and  the  Diflblution  of  the 
Parliament.  But  can  you  think  to  impofe  this 
upon  Men  of  Senfe,  who  underftand  the  com- 
mon Bufinefs  of  the  World  as  well  here,  as  in 
other  Countries?  Can  you  imagin,  by  thefe 
notorious  Falfhoods,  to  blind  the  Eyes  of  any 
but  a  few  weak  and  fearful  Perfons,  who  hard- 
ly know  their  own  Minds  three  days  together? 
And  pray,who  chiefly  promote  thefe  Notions, 
but  fuch  to  whofe  Profit  it  mull  needs  turn, 
that  the  War  Ihould  laft  many  Years  longer, 
or  fuch  who  have  Defigns  they  dare  not  own  ? 
As  to  Credit,  Is  it  not  apparent,  beyond  all 
contradi<Stion,  that  it  received  its  lalt  Wound 
(  for  it  has  had  more  than  one  )  when  the  De- 
fcent  upon  Scotland  was  intended  ?  But  did  the 
Church-Party  advife  fome  Gentlemen  to  have 
the  Cramp  in  their  Hands,  when  a  Call,  fcarce 
amounting  to  Eighty  Thoufand  Pounds,  had 
been  made  upon  'em  ?  Or  did  the  Tories^  as 
you  call  'em,  promote  the  Motions  made  in 
another  place  to  prefer ve  Credit  ?  I  have  heard 

the 
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the  Church- Party  were  wife  enough  to  knov\^, 
file  is  a  fhy  L^dy,  never  to  be  Ravifh'd,  and 
notfafely  to  be  Courted  *,  all  that  her  Lover 
can  do,  is,  not  to  receive  her  too  eagerly, 
when  fhe  is  pleas'd  to  make  approaches  to  him 

Sir  T.  D.  I  never  lik'd  the  Step  our  Party 
made  in  that  Matter,and  was  cunning  enough 
to  oppofe  it  below  *,  fo  did  a  few  more,  but 
we  were  out-number'd.  I  knew  it  would  have 
broke  my  private  Back,  who  have  great  Deal- 
ings in  the  World,  if  a  Vote  had  pafs'd  in  the 
Common-Council  of  London,  That  whoever  de^ 
fi^tjedly  endeavours  to  deflroy  or  lejfen  the  Credit 
of  Sir  Thomas  Double,  Km.  efpecially  at  a  time 
when  the  Kingdom  is  threatned  with  an  Invafion^ 
is  guilty  of  an  high  Crime  and  Mifdemeanour^and 
is  an  Enemy  to  Her  M'  ■■       ty  and  the  Kingdom. 

S\xR'  C.  During  this  Tranfadtion,  was  not 
a  Whiggifl}  Miniflry  in  the  ample  PoflefTion  of 
more  Power  than  was  ever  trufted  to  any  Set 
of  Men  ?  Did  they  not  dive  as  deep  into  the 
Pockets  of  the  Kingdom,  as  they  could  pofll- 
bly  defire  ?  Whofe  Advices  but  theirs  were 
follow'd  ?  Did  not  they  turn  in  and  out  whom 
they  pleas'd  ?  And  had  they  not  a  general  In- 
fluence over  all  the  fubordinate  Parts  of  Go- 
vernment? With  what  Face  then  can  your 
Party  charge  upon  others,  the  accidental  Mif- 
fortune  of  Credit  being  low  at  prefent  ?  I 
hope  'tis  only  accidental ;  if  it  be  not,  per- 
haps you  may  be  call'd  upon  hereafter, to  give 
fome  account,  how  the  5pecies  of  Mony,  the 
Foundation  of  Credit^is  come,ev'n  lince  Clip- 
ping,to  be  fo  much  diminifh'd  intleKingdom. 
Could  you  wonder  to  fee  Credit  abate,  when 
you  had  exhaufled  the  Nation  of  its  Coin,  by 
putting  the  War  upon  ^o  large  a  Foot,  that 
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none  but  fuch  a  Trading  Country  as  ours  is, 
could  have  fupported  the  Expences  of  it  half 
this  time  ?  Did  you  believe  your  Neighbour* 
abroad  were  ignorant  of  your  Condition,  and 
Strangers  to  your  Condu^ ;  and  is  there  not 
caufe  to  fufped,  that  they  look'd  upon  your 
Party  as  Prodigals  in  the  Publick  Trearure,no 
further  to  be  trufted  but  with  Caution?  Might 
not  this  Confideration  likewife  induce  People 
at  home,  to  call  in  part  of  their  EfFeds  from 
,^the  Government,  when  they  faw  you  were 
running  the  Debts  to  fo  immenfe  a  Total  ? 

Sir  T.  D.  I  cannot  help  allowing,  that  the 
Pofture  of  our  Mony  Matters  mult  be  known 
in  Foreign  Parts.  The  Ways  we  make  ufe  of 
to  raifeit,  and  the  Nature  of  our  Funds  are 
fuch,  that  what  we  do  therein  cannot  be  a  Se- 
cret. And,  no  doubt,  our  daily  Intercourfe 
with  HoUand^and  their  free  Trade  ysithFrance^ 
reveal  things,  which,  in  State-Prudence  per- 
haps fhouid  be  conceaPd  ^  fo  that  when  Cre- 
dit is  low  here,  and  linking  lower,  the  French 
mufl:  needs  know  it- 

Sir  R'  C.  But  I  abfolutely  deny,  that  'tis  fo 
low  as  you  would  have  the  World  believe:  'tis 
peradventure  lick,  but  you  cannot  fo  much  as 
pretend  'tis  pafi;  Recovery.  Our  Funds  have 
always  had  a  fluduating  Value,  which  molt 
commonly  has  been  rather  governed  by  Fan- 
cy, than  the  Rules  of  Reafon,  of  which  Ire* 
member  one  remarkable  Inftance.  The  Vi- 
ftory  of  Blenheim  gave  wife  and  thinking  Men 
the  firft  hopes  of  coming  out  of  this  War  with 
iionour  and  Advantage^  yet  within  three 
days  after  we  had  received  that  glorious 
News,  Eafl- India  Sf.ock  fell,  and  continued 
falling  for  a  Year,  till  there  was  lojt,  in  that 


and  other  Stocks,  more  Millions  than  will 
make  up  the  Obfervators  Calculation  ;  but  all 
the  while  what  Richard  loft,  was  got  by  Ro- 
hrtj  and -the  Nation:  did  notfufTer.  Nothing 
can  be  more  abiwd  than  to  imagin,  that 
Stocks  will  rife  or  fall  in  a  regular  Courle,  ac- 
cording to  the  good  or  bad  Poflure  of  our 
Affairs  ;  and  I  am  afraid  the  French  King  is 
too  fagacious,  to  make  their  Price  his  States 
Barometer  for  the  En^lijh  Climate. 

Sir  T.  D.  By  what  I  could  difcern,  who 
am  no  incompetent  Judge  of  J^change-Alley^ 
having  liv'd  there  fo  many  profperous  Years, 
the  true  reafon  of  Stock's  falling  at  that  time 
was,  that  Men  believ'd  this  Succefs  would 
encourage  and  induce  a  Gallant  and  Martial 
People,  as  the  EngUflj  are,  to  prolong  the 
War  upon  fo  fair  a  profped  ^  whereas  no- 
thing could  give  Eftates  of  that  nature  fuch 
a  high  and  fettl'd  value,  as  a  well-eftablilh'd 
Peace.  But  I  am  inciin'd  to  think,  if  fuch 
a  Viftory  had  been  follow'd  the  Year  after, 
with  a  powerful  Expedition  into  Spam^  under 
the  Conduft  of  the  fame  wife  an-  fuccefsful 

General,    the  D kc  of  M ugh,^ 

whdfe  vidorious  Arms  have  fo  entirely  bro- 
ken the  French  Power,  there  would  have  been 
no  finking  in  the  Funds.  On  the  contrary, 
'tis  more  than  probable,  Stocks  at  this  Jn- 
ftant  would  have  been  50  fcr  Cent,  higher 
than  they  are  at  prefent. 

Sir  R.  C.  Beyond  all  difpute,  thefe  fort  of 
Effefts  fall  or  rife,  as  the  Hopes  of  Peace  are 
remote  or  near.  But  fuppofe  Credit  at  a  low- 
er Ebb  than  really  it  is.  Can  that  be  any 
Guide  to  the  French  Councils  ?  You  and  I  very 
well  remember,  about  the  time  of  the  Re- 
G  3  coirtftge 
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coin^^e^that  molt  Tallies  were  at  40  ot  t^a  per 
Cent  Jifc.  Bank  Motes  at  i8,Stocks  not  at  half 
their  prefent  Value,Publick  Credit, as  to  com- 
mon Opinion,  in  a  defpairinj^  Poiture,  yet, 
in  the  midft  of  thefe  Calatnities,  the  EngUfh 
Mettle  was  fo  unbated,  and  their  Courage 
^nd  Refolution  fo  determia'd  to  carry  on  the 
;War,  that  the  Pride  oi  France  was  reduced 
to  leek  the  Peace  of  Ryfrvick',  upon  the  Can- 
clufion  whereof,  all  Things  took  frefh  Life, 
and  tiourifh'd  again  in  the  Exchequer^  and 
at  the  Exchan^  of  London. 

Sir  T,  D.  About  that  time,  by  thofe  Dif- 
counts  and  By-Ingraftments  into  the  Banks, 
moft  of  our  Party  laid  the  Foundado^n  of 
their  Fortunes.  ■  \'-iLO?r:  > 

Sir  R.  C.  You  thought  lately  to  plunge  us 
once  more  into  the  like  Condition,  and  to 
reap  the  fame  Advantages-  by  it.  But  I 
hope  you  will  find  your  felves  difappointt- 
ed.  I  make  no  doubt,you  have  reprefented, 
by  your  EmifTaries  abroad,  not  only  that  we 
are  beggar'd,  but  that  our  Home-Diviilons 
are  grown  to  an  exceflive  Height,  by  the 
Changes  and  the  DifTolution.  Admit  we  are 
divided,  did  you  fo  adminiiler  as  to  make  it 
poflible  for  the  People  to  have  been  of  one 
Mind,  unlefs  they  would  all  have  patiently 
fubmitted  to  your  hard  Yoke  ?  But  what  Ad- 
vantage has  France  hitherto  derived  from 
thefe  our  Home-Divilions  ?  Have  we  not  al-- 
ways  united,  when  the  Queftion  was  to  op- 
pofe  the  exorbitant  Growth  of  that  Empire  ? 
Have  we  often  difFer'd  about  what  Number  of 
Troops  fliould  be  rais'd,orv»?hat  Fleets  fhould 
be  fitted  out  ?  And  in  thefe  Inftances,  Has  it 
not  been  generally  Jeft  to  tjie  Minifters,  who*- 

ever 
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ever  they  were,  to  make  their  own  Demands 
and  Propofitions  ?  And  when  have  their  own 
Eft.imates  been  difallow'd  ? 

Sir  T.  D.  Upon  two  or  three  Occafions  not 
worth  mentioning. 

Sir  R'  C.  Is  it  poffible  then,  that  Foreign 
Councils  can  form  any  Refolutions  upon,  or 
gather  any  Hopes  from  the  domeftick  Jarrings 
of  a  People,  who  have  rais'd  about  a  Hundred 
and  Thirty  MilIions,with  fcarce  any  Divifion, 
upon  the  main  Queftion,  in  upwards  of  twenty 
Years  ?  Have  not  both  fides  conftantly  join'd, 
when  Supplies  were  to  be  granted  ?  Has  either 
fide  had  Strength  enough  to  lofe  ponde- 
rous Money-Bills  ?  And  have  they  been  often 
laid  upon  the  Table  in  the  H — fe  of  C ns? 

Sir  T,  D.  Our  Endeavours  then  muft  be  to 
/hew  you  fome  frefh  Play. 

Sir  R-  C.  I  know  not  what  Hopes  the  French 
may  entertain  from  the  Rage  your  Party  con- 
ceives, to  be  difappointed  in  the  Ends  of  their 
Ambition,  and  to  have  loft  their  Power.  But 
if  they  flatter  themfelves  with  the  Fancy  you 
can  be  able  to  embroil  Affairs,  they  will  do 
no  more  than  give  another  Proof,after  fo  ma- 
ny, that  they,  or  thofe  with  whom  they  hold 
Intelligence,  underftand  nothing  of  the  £wf« 
lijh  Genius  :  And  at  the  End  of  the  next  Sef- 
fions  (or  perhaps  fooner)  when  they  find  how 
Jittle  you  can  prevail,  and  how  your  Arts  are 
defeated  by  better  Patriots,  and  abler  Heads, 
than  your  fide  has  yet  produced  •,  when  they 
fee  a  good  P— — nc  unanimoufly  dilpos  a 
to  heal  our  Breaches,  aflert  their  Prince's 
juft  Prerogatives  and  Authority,  relieve  the 
Church  from  your  Underminings,  maintain 
Liberty  of  Confcience,  refcue  the  Conftitu- 


tion  from  the  Aflaults  you  have  made  uponit, 
^nd  fecure  the  Sceptre  in  the  perpetual  Suc- 
ceflion  of  the  Proteftant  Line.  Laftly,When  it 
becomes  evident,from  their  Proceedings,  that

Sir  R.  C,  I  allow,  if  you  are  very  fpiteful 
and  induftrious,  you  may,  for  fome  time,  clog 
the  Pabiick  Bufinefs,  as  to  Money  Matters  j 
bat  what  will  you  get  by  it?  And  Gain  we 
know,  is  your  ultimate  End,  as  well  in  your 
Fraftice  as  in  your  Speculations. 
'>  Sir  T.  D.  I  allow  'tis  fo  in  general- 

Sir  R.  C.  Can  you  he  fo  ilmple,  to  imagin, 
private  Men  will  fufFc:^  themfelves  to  be  rum'd, 
in  purfuing  that  Game  of  Ambition,  which 
fome  great  Perfon>  among  you  are  unwilling 
X.Q  give  over  ?  There  never  was  in  any  Age, 
a  Jundure  wherein  the  Intereft  of  Private 
Men,  was  more  link'd  and  involv'd  with  the 
Intereft  of  the  Publick-  Such  therefore  muij 
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be  mad  indeed,  and  the  Poifon  of  their  firfl 
Biting  muft  continue  ftrong  unon  >m,  who 
endeavour  to  difturb  the  Q, — n's  Affairs.  'Tis 
true,  the  Bulk  of  your  Party  confifts  of  bufie 
proling  Fellows,  that  want  to  iifli  in  trou- 
bled Waters,  and  who  would  fain  be  profiting 
from  the  Calamities  of  their  Country,  as 
their  PredeceflTors  have  heretofore  done.  But 
you  have  among  you,  feveral  fair,  well-  mean- 
ing, difcreet,  and  wealthy  Men,  who  will  ne- 
ver co-operate  in  any  defperateM^afures  that 
lead  to  the  Deftrudion  of  the  Whole.  For  a

And  when  the  Ferment  fubfides  a  little  (as 

'tis  hop'd  it  will,  after  a  good  P 1  is 

chofen)  you  fliall  fee  che  Bankyi\\\  be  as  ready 
to  affift  the  Publick,as  they  have  always  been  \ 
for  they  are  too  fagacious  not  to  undcrftand 
'tis  as  much  their  Intereft  as  Duty^  and 
too  circumfpecl  to  fail  of  giving  this  frefh 
?roof  of  their  being  a  Corporation  ufeful  to 
the  Kingdom. 

Sir  7^  D.  I  perceive  particular  Men  fall

The  greateft  prefent 
weight  upon  our  Credit,  and  which  will  be 
hardeft  to  remove,  is  the  Debts  of  the  Navy, 
Tranfport  and  Viftualling,  the  Effefts  of  your 
loofe  Management  for  feveral  Years.  I  have 
not  my  Papers  about  me,  but  I  know  they 
amount  to  fbme  Millions.  Part  of  this  Debt 
has  no  Security  at  all,  and  the  reft  a  Provifion 
that  will  come  in  remotely,  the  Confequence 
whereof  mult  needs  be,  that  there  is  an  ex- 
cefTive  Difcount  upon  'em  20  and  30/.  percent. 
butlefs,  according  to  the  nearer  Profpeft  of 
Repayment-,  and  therefore,'tis  difficult  to  find 
Mony  upon  Tallies  that  bear  hut  6 1.  ■per  cent. 
Intereft.  For  fuch  Extortioners  as  you,  and 
many  others  are,  keep  your  Cafh  for  Bargains 
that  will  yield  you  the  largcft  Profit.  If  fome 
Fund  could  be  found  out,  that  might  fecure 
an  Interefl:  for  thofe  Debts,  they  would  Sleep 
quietly  'till  the  War  was  over,  and  they 
would  foon  come  to  a  nearer  Equality  in  price 
with  Tallies,  which  would  very  much  contri- 
bute to  revive  and  fix  Credit.
